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Review  of  Whitley  Councils  ? 

PRIME  MINISTER'S  HINT  TO  DEPUTATION 

A  NINE-MEMBER  deputation  from  the  staff  side  of  the  General 
Whitley  Council  (see  C.  &  D.,  December  14,  p.  631)  was  told  by  the 

23  that  "  the  negotiating  machinery " 


Prime  Minister  on  December 
needed  reviewing. 

The  deputation  had  discussed  with 
the  Prime  Minister  the  Minister  of 
Health's  veto  on  the  3  per  cent,  pay 
award  to  administrative  and  clerical 
workers  in  hospitals.  The  deputation 
was  led  by  Mr.  Ben  Smith  (chairman, 
staff  side  of  the  Whitley  General  Coun- 
cil). After  a  seventy-minute  meeting,  a 
spokesman  of  the  staff  side  said :  "  We 
got  nothing  whatsoever  from  the  Prime 
Minister  either  in  writing  or  orally." 
Mr.  Smith  said  that  they  had  been  told 
that  the  decision  had  been  forced  on  the 
Minister  of  Health  by  inflation  to  coun- 
ter which  the  Government  had  had  to 
take  strong  measures.  "  In  the  opinion 
of  the  staff  side  there  was  no  attempt 
to  justify  the  decision."  Mr.  Macmillan 
had  told  the  deputation  that  the  nego- 
tiating machinery  needed  reviewing  and 
the  staff  side  had  replied  that  they 
would  be  prepared  to  consider  any  pro- 
posal after  the  3  per  cent,  increase  had 
been  granted.  Mr.  Smith  could  not  an- 
ticipate what  steps  the  staff  side  would 
take,  but  meanwhile  the  overtime  ban 
[now  in  its  sixth  week]  would  continue. 

Recently  the  Association  of  Officers 
of  Executive  Councils  and  Pricing 
Committees  decided  to  join  the  ban  but 
so  far  there  has  been  no  delay  in  the 
payment  to  chemists  of  outstanding 
accounts.  Even  with  the  ban  continuing 
it  is  anticipated  that  payments  to  con- 
tractors will  be  no  more  than  slightly 
later  than  usual. 

Exporting  to  Germany 

TRADE  FAIRS  AS  AN  AID  TO  SALES 

"  GENERALLY  speaking.  British  pro- 
ducts have  a  good  reputation  on  the 
German  market,  owing  to  their  high 
quality,"  said  Dr.  Compes  (director. 
International  Cologne  Fair),  speaking  in 
London  on  December  12.  "  British  firms 
that  have  displayed  their  goods  at  the 
Cologne  Fair  to  date  have  been  quite 
successful,  but  the  question  must  be 
considered  whether  it  would  not  be 
expedient  to  carry  out  stronger  pub- 
licity measures  for  British  products  on 
the  German  market,  if  only  in  view  of 
the  more  aggressive  publicity  being 
waged  by  other  countries."  Economic 
experience,  he  said,  had  repeatedly 
shown  that  two  industrially  highly  de- 
veloped countries  had  far  greater 
mutual  trade  capacities  than  two  agri- 


cultural countries.  During  the  past  few 
years.  British  exports  to  Germany  had 
shown  a  consistently  increasing  trend, 
and  were  now  approximately  equal  to 
exports  to  the  whole  of  South  America. 
The  increase  in  British  exports  to  Ger- 
many had  shown  a  greater  percentage 
increase  than  British  exports  as  a 
whole,  and  Germany  today  represented 
the  second  most  important  European 
sales  market  for  Great  Britain.  In  the 
first  nine  months  of  1957  the  German 
Federal  Republic  had  imported  from 
Great  Britain  goods  to  a  value  of  £77 
millions,  against  £66  millions  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1956,  and  £55 
millions  in  the  first  nine  months  of 
1955.  The  number  of  people  employed 
in  Germany  was  now  about  19  millions 
(about  350,000  higher  than  in  1956).  The 
purchasing  power  of  the  general  public 
had  continued  to  rise. 

Birmingham  Analyst 

COMPOSITION  OF  "  INDIAN  BRANDEE  " 

A  SPECIMEN  of  what  was  described 
on  the  label  as  "  Indian  Brandee  "  was 
submitted  to  the  Birmingham  analyst 
to  ascertain  if  it  was  fit  to  drink,  states 
the  analyst  in  his  report  for  the  third 
quarter  of  1957.  Its  main  ingredients 
were  found  to  be  about  48  per  cent, 
sugar  and  nearly  17  per  cent,  alcohol 
equivalent  to  about  30  per  cent,  proof 
spirit.  Subsequently  six  samples  of  other 
makers'  brands  of  the  same  article  were 
purchased  informally  and  the  results 
of  analysis  of  those  disclosed  surpris- 
ing differences  in  composition.  Each 
firm  seemed  to  have  its  own  ideas  on 
the  subject;  three  of  the  samples  con- 
tained no  alcohol  at  all  and  the  other 
three  contained  amounts  varying  from 
14  per  cent,  to  26  per  cent.  The  sugar 
present  ranged  from  40-70  per  cent.: 
the  flavouring  or  medicinal  substances 
varied  from  sample  to  sample,  and  in- 
cluded glycerin,  chloroform,  acetic 
acid,  ethyl  nitrite,  sal  volatile,  several 
different  essential  oils,  tinctures  of  rhu- 
barb, ginger,  capsicum  and  cardamoms. 
A  "  dose "  was  given  in  all  cases 
(usually  half  to  one  teaspoonful  for 
children  and  a  tablespoonful  for  adults). 
On  two  of  the  labels  the  contents  were 
recommended  as  a  treatment  for  colds, 
arthritis  and  "  stomach  and  bowel  " 
afflictions,  but  no  mention  of  any  medi- 
cinal use  was  made  on  the  others.  "There 


appears  to  be  a  delightful  uncertainty 
about  what  one  is  likely  to  get  when 
asking  for  Indian  brandee."  comments 
the  analyst.  "  There  seems  to  be  little 
information  available  about  the  origin 
either  of  the  formulas  or  the  name, 
although  the  unusual  spelling  of  the 
second  word  suggests  a  dispute  with 
excise  authorities  in  the  far  off  days 
of  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts.  In  any 
case,  no  brandy  is  present  in  these 
exotic  liquors — the  alcohol  is  presum- 
ably added  in  the  form  of  medicinal 
tinctures  and  spirits.  It  would  be  inter- 
esting to  learn  to  what  extent  this  bev- 
erage is  consumed  in  this  country.  It 
may  (or  may  not)  be,  among  other 
things,  a  comparatively  cheap  source  of 
alcohol,  and  there  would  appear  to  be 
come  objections  to  introducing  some  of 
the  more  potent  brands  into  infantile 
stomachs  at  a  teaspoonful  a  time." 

SCOTTISH  NEWS 
Dispensing  Doctors 

REVISED  PAYMENT  ARRANGEMENTS 

EXECUTIVE  Councils  in  Scotland 
have  been  notified  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Scotland  that  arrangements 
for  the  payment  of  claims  for  proprie- 
tary preparations  supplied  by  doctors 
on  the  basis  of  the  Drug  Tariff,  have 
been  reviewed  in  consultation  with 
the  British  Medical  Association.  The 
price  at  which  doctors  purchase  pro- 
prietary preparations  is  not  the  net 
wholesale  cost  on  which  the  Drug 
Tariff  is  based,  but  the  retail  price  less 
20  per  cent,  and  the  Secretary  of  State 
agreed  that,  commencing  with  prescrip- 
tions dispensed  in  the  quarter  ended 
December  31  the  basic  cost  of  proprie- 
tary preparations  should  be  calculated 
as  the  retail  price  less  20  per  cent.  Pay- 
ment for  non-proprietary  preparations, 
oncost  and,  where  applicable,  pur- 
chase tax,  dispensing  fee  and  con- 
tainer allowance  is  to  continue  on  the 
Drug  Tariff  basis.

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N.H.S.  Criticised 

A  "  MONEY-SWALLOWING  TAIL  " 

MUCH  of  the  money  in  the  National 
Health  Service  was  being  swallowed, 
not  by  the  doctor  or  patient,  but  by 
an  "  immense  administrative  tail,"  said 
Mr.  E.  King  at  a  meeting  of  the  Fellow- 
ship in  Medicine  held  in  Winchester, 
Hants,  on  December  14.  He  described 
the  patient  as  a  "  medicine-drinking 
animal."  Dr.  Reginald  Hale-White 
(chairman)  told  the  meeting  that  the 
faults  of  the  National  Health  Service 
were  obscured  by  the  high  traditions 
of  the  medical  profession.  In  many  in- 
stances, he  said,  doctors  were,  through 
their  loyalty  to  their  own  standards, 
abetting  a  system  which  they  knew  to 
be  bad.  Dr.  E.  C.  Warner  (secretary) 
said  that  when  the  idealistic  schemes 
under  the  National  Insurance  and 
National  Health  Service  Acts  were 
drawn  up,  "  no  account  was  taken  of 
Ihe  frailties  of  human  nature,  and 
among  these  we  must  place  the  ever- 
increasing  tendency  to  take  advantage 
of  getting  something  for  nothing — or  at 
someone  else's  expense."  Waste  in  the 
Health  Service  was  costing  tens  of 
millions  of  pounds  in  spite  of  the 
"  white-washing "  of  the  Guillebaud 
Committee. 

Rota  Complaints 

BUT  NO  CHANGES  AT  HALIFAX 

THE  question  of  rota  arrangements 
during  holidays  and  early  closing  days 
was  raised  at  a  meeting  of  Halifax 
Executive  Council  on  December  3.  A 
complaint  had  been  received,  it  was 
stated,  that  while  three  chemists  had 
their  shops  open  during  holidays  from 
6-7  p.m.,  there  was  not  one  open  at  the 
more  convenient  noon  hour.  The  Coun- 
cil decided  that  it  was  safer,  in  order 
to  avoid  public  confusion,  to  continue 
having  three  shops  open  in  the  town 
area  for  an  hour  in  the  evening  on  all 
public  holidays.  A  further  complaint 
urged  the  introduction  of  a  rota  ser- 
vice in  the  Illingworth  area  on  even- 
ings of  the  weekly  early  closing  day. 
The  Council,  however,  approved  a  rota 
service  for  1958  similar  to  the  one 
operating  as  most  doctors  did  not  hold 
surgeries  on  the  afternoon  or  evening 
of  early  closing  day. 

Metal  Indicators 

NEW  DEVELOPMENT  DISCUSSED 

OF  about  100  compounds  which  had 
been  suggested  as  end-point  indicators 
in  the  modern  and  successful  volumetric 
method  of  complexometry,  the  most 
important  group  was  that  of  so-called 
metalochromic  indicators,  said  Dr. 
R.  Pribil  (Czeckoslovak  Academy  of 
Sciences)  at  recent  meetings  of  the  So- 
ciety for  Analytical  Chemistry  held  in 
the  Midlands  and  Scotland.  That  con- 
cept was  explained  and  the  general 
structural  prerequisites  of  such  indica- 
tors discussed.  The  colour  transitions 
of  a  number  of  new  indicators  of  the 
sulphonphthalein,  phthalein  and  azo- 
dye  groups  were  demonstrated.  The 
possible  application  of  those  com- 
pounds in  qualitative  and  quantitative 
analysis    were    also  discussed. 


OVERSEAS  NEWS 

CYPRUS 

Training  for  Pharmacy 

It  is  hoped  to  advance  the  standard  of 
educational  training  for  pharmacy  in 
Cyprus  to  that  given  in  Britain,  it  is 
stated  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Cyprus  Medical  Department,  published 
recently.  There  was  much  to  be  done, 
however,  and  a  subcommittee  had 
been  appointed  to  study  the  question. 
The  year  had  been  fraught  with  inci- 
dent and  even  the  main  hospital  of 
the  island  in  Nicosia  had  become  the 
scene  of  a  gun  battle  resulting  in  the 
death  of  a  hospital  pharmacist,  a  British 
police  sergeant  and  two  terrorists. 
£62,577  was  allotted  during  the  year  for 
the  purchase  of  drugs,  dressings,  lab- 
oratory equipment  and  x-ray  films. 
Pharmaceutical  services  were  main- 
tained by  nineteen  dispensaries  and  124 
private  pharmacies.  Control  of  pro- 
fessional practice  in  the  island  is  vested 
in  the  Cyprus  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Board. 

NEW  ZEALAND 

"  Better  Than  English  Doctors  " 

In  the  annual  report  for  1956-57  of  the 
New  Zealand  Director-General  of 
Health,  the  director  of  the  division  of 
clinical  service  claims  that  "  the  aver- 
age New  Zealand  graduate  is  ...  a 
better  doctor  than  his  English  counter- 
part. Patients  here  expect  a  great  deal 
from  their  doctors  and  on  the  whole 
they  are  well  looked  after.  The  rooms, 
equipment,  assistance  and  facilities  pro- 
vided by  the  average  practitioner  .  .  . 
are  of  a  higher  standard  than  is  usual 
in  Britain."  The  New  Zealand  social 
security  medical  scheme  is  described  as 
"  primarily  a  general  practitioner  ser- 
vice," and  claimed  to  compare  favour- 
ably with  the  British  scheme,  though 
less  comprehensive.  "  Social  security 
medicine  in  New  Zealand  has  one  great 
advantage  over  the  British  scheme:  it 
has  departed  only  in  minor  degree  from 
the  ordinary  conditions  of  general  prac- 
tice. Most  doctors  here  make  a  direct 
charge  to  the  patient.  If  a  doctor  is 
hard-pressed  during  an  epidemic  he 
has  at  least  the  satisfaction  of  increas- 
ing his  earnings."  The  director  says  that 
some  widely  circulated  criticisms  of  the 
service  do  not  stand  up  to  close  ex- 
amination. One  example  cited  was  that 
"  the  country  cannot  afford  the  cost  of 
pharmaceutical  benefits."  The  total  cost 
of  pharmaceutical  benefits  amounted  to 
0  36  per  cent,  of  the  net  national  in- 
come at  market  prices  in  1946^7. 
By    1954-55    both    had    more  than 


doubled  —  the  first  increased  by 
112  per  cent.,  the  second  by  117 
per  cent.  Pharmaceutical  benefits 
still  represented  only  0'35  per  cent,  of 
the  national  income.  The  following  year 
the  proportion  had  jumped  to  0'44  per 
cent.,  "  a  considerable  increase,  which 
led  to  the  appointment  of  a  special 
committee."  Of  the  charge  that  far  too 
many  prescriptions  are  issued,  the  direc- 
tor states  that  the  average  issue  a  year 
was  5'7  per  head,  which  represented 
about  3'2  separate  prescription  forms 
per  head  per  annum.  Was  that  exces- 
sive? "  In  England,  despite  a  tightly 
controlled  service  where  doctors  are 
liable  to  be  fined  for  over-prescribing, 
the  average  has  always  been  much 
higher.  .  .  ."  Although  agreeing  that 
there  has  been  a  "  frightful  rise  in  the 
cost  of  prescriptions "  the  director 
points  out  that  in  ten  years  the  average 
cost  of  prescriptions  has  increased  by  52 
per  cent.,  but  in  the  same  time  the 
consumer's  price  index  rose  by  61  per 
cent.  Altogether  in  1956-57  the 
total  cost  of  medical  benefits  in- 
creased by  £1,225,558  over  1955-56 
and  of  the  rise  nearly  44  per  cent. 
(£533,412)  was  due  to  an  increase  in 
the  pharmaceutical  benefits.  Yet  the  esti- 
mated appropriation  was  underspent  by 
£122,000.  Total  expenditure  on  phar- 
maceutical benefits  was  £4,572.557.  The 
average  cost  per  prescription  was 
7s.  3Jd.  (7s.  2d.  in  1955-56).  Total  pre- 
scriptions passed  for  payment  were 
12,561,970  compared  with  11,251.100  in 
1955-56. 

FRANCE 

French  Pharmacists  in  N.  Africa 

A  report  on  the  position  of  pharma- 
cists in  Algeria  was  presented  recently 
to  the  Council  of  the  Ordre  Nationale 
des  Pharmaciens.  By  reason  of  events 
in  that  country,  the  distribution  of  medi- 
cines has  been  effected  by  military  or- 
ganisations. The  assistance  of  the  Ordre 
has  been  sought  on  behalf  of  pharma- 
cists from  Algeria  who  re-enter  metro- 
politan France,  and  in  maintaining  the 
rights  of  those  who  remain.  The  presi- 
dent has  indicated  that  the  national 
council  of  the  Ordre  is  taking  note  of 
the  situation  not  only  of  the  pharma- 
cists of  Algeria  but  also  of  those  of 
Tunisia  and  Morocco.  A  commission 
has  been  set  up  charged  to  study  cases 
submitted  to  it,  to  make  a  report  and 
to  suggest  steps.

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IRISH  NEWS 

THE  REPUBLIC 

Health  Services  Board 

A  DOCTOR'S  ILLEGIBLE  WRITING 

THE  Northern  Ireland  General  Heaith 
Services  Board  is  submitting  to  its 
pharmaceutical  advisory  committee  a 
case  where  it  is  alleged  that  a  doctor's 
prescriptions  are  illegible.  A  photo- 
graph of  the  doctor's  writing  was  shown 
to  members  of  the  Board  before  it  was 
decided  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  com- 
mittee. The  copy  was  shown  when  the 
Board  was  considering  a  report  of  the 
medical  advisory  committee.  The  medi- 
cal advisory  committee  minute  stated 
that  Mr.  G.  D.  Stewart  (secretary)  had 
reminded  the  committee  that  the  doc- 
tor's handwriting  had  given  serious  dif- 
ficulty in  the  drug  pricing  bureau  for 
many  years  and  that  in  May  1954  the 
doctor  had  been  warned  that  he  must 
make  his  prescriptions  legible.  The 
Board  was  told  that  the  medical  advis- 
ory committee  had  recommended  that 
the  medical  adviser  should  be  requested 
to  visit  the  doctor  and  that  meantime 
a  letter  should  be  sent  to  him  express- 
ing the  Board's  grave  concern  at  the 
possibility  of  errors  arising  because  of 
his  illegible  handwriting  on  prescrip- 
tions and  requesting  his  immediate  as- 
surance that  his  prescriptions  would,  in 
future,  be  written  legibly.  The  commit- 
tee also  recommended  that  chemists  in 
the  area  should  be  informed  that  pay- 
ment would  not  be  made  for  illegible 
prescriptions  dispensed  in  future.  Mr. 
Stewart  said  there  were  a  number  of 
chemists  in  the  area  who  purported  to 
be  able  to  make  out  the  doctor's  writ- 
ing. The  danger  was  that  they  might 
make  a  rash  guess.  Mr.  William 
Birnie  (accountant)  stated  that  the  re- 
cent influenza  epidemic  had  resulted  in 
an  increase  of  180,000  prescriptions 
during  October.  Though  the  effect  of 
those  would  not  be  felt  for  some 
months,  it  was  considered  unlikely  that 
further  accumulation  of  arrears  would 
result.  The  Board  adopted  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  finance  and  general 
purposes  committee  that  six  drug 
pricers  who  had  been  pricing  efficiently 
an  average  of  not  less  than  500  pre- 
scriptions per  day,  together  with  one 
pricer  responsible  for  pricing  changes, 
should  qualify  for  the  allowance  of 
£7  10s.  for  the  quarter  ended  Septem- 
ber 30.  The  medical  advisory  commit- 
tee reported  to  the  Board  their  previ- 
ous discussion  on  a  building  occupied 
by  a  doctor  and  a  chemist  and  stated 
that  the  doctor  had  replied  to  them 
that  he  had  had  his  branch  surgery  in 
the  upper  room  of  the  chemist's  pre- 
mises for  over  twenty-six  years  with  the 
approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  in 
June  1936  and  again  on  December  12, 
1942,  because  no  alternative  accommo- 
dation was  available.  The  doctor 
sought  the  Board's  approval  of  the  con- 
tinuance of  his  present  arrangements 
for  a  period  of  about  two  years.  The 
committee  agreed  that  the  present  ar- 
rangements should  be  continued  for  a 
maximum  period  of  two  years  and  that 
the  doctor  should  be  requested  to 
secure  alternative  accommodation  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  that  period.

Cutting  the  Cost 

Scarcely  a  week  passes  without  concern  being  expressed  over  the  cost 
of  the  pharmaceutical  bill — that  same  bill  which  has  been  the  subject 
of  wonder,  not  unmixed  with  astonishment,  and  has  also  been  the  object 
of  virulent  attack,  for  forty-five  years.  Many  are  the  suggestions  put 
forward  for  curbing  expenditure,  and  the  results,  judged  entirely  from 
the  financial  and  economic  standpoint — the  only  yardstick  of  the  statisti- 
cian— can  scarcely  be  considered  encouraging.  A  new  line  has  been  taken 
by  the  Birmingham  Executive  Council  in  its  recently  published  report 
(p.  632).  The  report  states  that  Executive  Councils  should  refuse  to  supply 
medical  or  pharmaceutical  lists  to  drug  manufacturers,  and  that  direct 
approach  by  representatives  of  drug  manufacturers  should  be  discouraged. 
Such  obstruction  might  make  things  a  little  inconvenient  for  medical 
representatives,  but  it  would  not  stop  the  efforts  of  manufacturers  to  bring 
their  products  to  the  notice  of  the  doctors.  It  might  cause  temporary 
congestion  in  the  post  offices,  where  such  lists  are  kept  for  the  information 
of  the  public,  but  not  much  more.  Not  every  proprietary  medicine,  ethical 
or  otherwise,  is  necessarily  something  from  which  the  doctor  must  be 
safeguarded.  And  many  medicines  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  doctor  in 
that  manner  have  proved  to  be  a  means  of  saving  money  in  the  way  of 
sickness  benefits,  in  addition  to  relieving  pressure  on  hospital  accommoda- 
tion. Such  considerations  do  not  always  weigh  with  those  whose  sights 
are  levelled  on  the  pharmaceutical  bill.  It  is  a  complicated  field  demanding 
the  broadest  vision,  and  it  can  scarcely  be  dismissed,  as  it  was  at  a  meet- 
ing at  Winchester  the  other  day,  by  a  prospective  parliamentary  candi- 
date. He  said  that  the  patient  was  a  "  medicine-drinking  animal,"  and 
medicines  worth  £26  millions  had  been  "  poured  down  his  throat "  in 
1948,  and  this  year  it  had  risen  to  £59  millions.  But  might  not  the  cost  to 
industry  of  sick  leave  absenteeism  have  been  much  greater? 

Business  Administration 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  rejected  the  resolution 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  which  asked  for  delay  in  the 
implementation  of  the  decision  to  introduce  a  three-year  course  for  the 
Society's  diploma  (p.  648).  At  the  same  time  the  Council  has  agreed  to 
invite  the  comments  of  the  N.P.U.  on  the  subject  of  the  scope  of  that 
section  of  the  curriculum  which  may  be  devoted  to  business  administration. 
Representations  had  been  made  to  the  Council  by  the  N.P.U.  to  ensure 
consultation,  and  it  appears  that  the  Council  is  more  willing  to  listen  to 
the  N.P.U.  in  matters  business  than  in  matters  educational.  There  is  a 
vagueness  about  the  extension  of  the  syllabus  to  include  business  affairs. 
Is  the  subject  to  be  merely  a  matter  for  lectures,  or  is  it  the  intention  to 
condemn  future  students  to  an  examination  in  profit  and  loss  and  econo- 
mics? Perhaps  the  N.P.U.  will  publish  its  views  in  advance,  and  not  accept 
the  role  of  passive  critic  in  a  matter  in  which  it  feels  so  strongly.  My  own 
feeling  is  against  the  inclusion  of  business  methods  as  a  subject  for 
examination. 

Decline  of  the  Diploma  ? 

There  are  still  centres  in  the  country  where  educational  facilities  do 
not  permit  of  the  holding  of  a  degree  course  in  pharmacy,  and  it  may 
be  expected  that  they  will  continue  to  prepare  students  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  diploma.  There  are  also  centres  in  the  university  cities 
which  cater  for  both  the  graduate  and  the  diplomate.  What  is  likely  to 
be  the  future  of  the  latter?  With  a  course  of  the  same  duration,  most 
students  are  likely  to  show  a  preference  for  the  degree,  in  which  event 
the  diploma  will  not  be  popular  with  the  teaching  authority.  We  will 
know  a  little  more  clearly  in  about  six  months  from  now  whether  the 
university  centres  will  offer  courses  for  the  diploma  at  all.  An  increase 
in  the  number  of  degree  courses  in  the  country  would  seem  to  spell  decline 
and  eventual  demise  of  the  diploma  as  a  qualification.  Is  that  official 
policy?

PRESENTATION  OF  LICENCES  IN  DUBLIN 

Two  presidents  address  the  newly  qualified 


THE  assembly  hall  of  the  College  of 
Pharmacy,  Dublin,  was  packed  to 
capacity  on  December  3  when  nearly 
ninety  students  who  had  graduated  re- 
ceived their  licences  from  Mr.  M. 
Power  (president,  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland).  With  the  president 
at  the  ceremony  was  Mr.  Mcllhagger 
(president,  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland)  (see  C.  &  D.,  Dec- 
ember 14,  p.  634)  and  Mr.  J.  N.  Patter- 
son (chief  inspector  of  the  Northern 
Ireland  Society).  Messrs.  H.  P. 
Corrigan  (vice-president.  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  of  Ireland),  M.  Costello 
(treasurer)  and  other  members  of  the 
Council,  were  also  present. 

Value  of  Public  Life 

Having  welcomed  the  parents  and 
others  present,  Mr.  Power  in  his 
address  to  the  new  licentiates  said: 
"  To  those  of  you  who  contemplate 
opening  pharmacies  of  your  own,  or 
managing  existing  pharmacies.  I  should 
like  to  stress  how  desirable  it  is  that 
you  should  associate  yourselves  as 
fully  as  possible  with  the  community 
and  public  life  of  the  town,  or  district 
in  which  you  live.  When  a  pharmacist 
plays  a  prominent  and  able  part  in 
public  affairs  it  redounds  not  only  to 
his  own  credit  but  to  the  credit  of  his 
profession  as  a  whole.  It  is  essential, 
too,  that  the  younger  generation  should 
take  an  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Society.  Some  of  you  will  be  the 
Council  members  of  the  future  and 
you  should  prepare  yourselves  for  the 
day  when  we  hand  over  to  you  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  office."  This  year,  con- 
tinued the  president,  there  were  for  the 
first  time  licentiates  who  had  qualified 
under  the  new  regulations.  The  course 
they  had  followed  demanded  close 
application,  and  was  designed  to  help 
them  advance  in  step  with  the  growth 
of  research  in  medicine.  He  had  been 
informed  that  the  students  graduating 
that  day  had  attained  a  high  standard 
which  would  serve  as  a  criterion  for 


the  students  following  in  their  foot- 
steps. 

"  It  has  been  said  elsewhere,"  said 
the  president,  "  that  Government  grants 
to  Universities  and  other  educational 
institutions  are  inadequate.  It  may 
surprise  most  of  you  to  learn  that  the 
College  of  Pharmacy  is  in  receipt  of 
no  grant  whatever.  This  College  has 
been  established  at  considerable  ex- 
pense by  funds  provided  by  pharma- 
ceutical chemists.  Alone  among  the 
professions,  pharmacy  has  to  bear  the 
full  cost  of  providing  educational  facili- 
ties for  its  students.    We  provide  this 


service  to  the  community  without  state 
aid,  relying  on  the  generosity  of  our 
members  to  provide  the  finances  neces- 
sary. It  is  a  source  of  pride  that  we 
have  achieved  so  much,  but  recently 
the  Society's  Council  has  been  worried 
by  increasing  costs :  we  fear  we  shall 
not  be  able  to  make  ends  meet." 

Mr.  McIlhagger  conveyed  to  the 
successful  graduates  his  congratulations 
and  the  best  wishes  of  his  Council. 
The  College  of  Pharmacy  in  Dublin 
was  something  of  which  they  should  be 
proud,  because  it  was  "  one  of  the  best 
schools  of  pharmacy  in  these  islands." 


PHARMACEUTICAL  ASSISTANTS 

New  registration  scheme  in  Irish  Republic 


TO  meet  the  need  for  more  trained 
assistants  in  pharmacies  in  the  Repub- 
lic, the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  has  completed  a 
scheme  which  should  ensure  a  sufficient 
supply  of  pharmaceutical  assistants 
within  the  next  few  months. 

Under  existing  regulations  a  young 
person  who  entered  pharmacy  did  so 
with  the  intention  of  qualifying  as  a 
licentiate  of  the  Society.  To  become 
registered,  the  entrant  had  to  pass  an 
examination  in  six  compulsory  subjects, 
and  it  was  essential  afterwards  to 
attend  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  Dub- 
lin, for  one  year  to  take  a  science 
course.  On  completion  of  that  year 
students  had  to  pass  a  First  Profes- 
sional examination  before  beginning  a 
three-year  apprenticeship.  At  that  stage 
the  student  could,  if  he  wished,  sit  for 
the  Assistants'  examination.  For  the 
final  qualification  he  had  to  return  to 
College  for  a  second  year  at  the  end 
of  which  he  had  to  pass  the  Second 
Professional  examination. 

The  new  regulations  create  a  new 
class  of  assistant :  pharmaceutical 
assistant.  The  student  is  required  to 
pass  in  four  compulsory  subjects  (Irish. 
English,  Latin  and  mathematics)  plus 


a  fifth,  but  is  not  required  to  pass  the 
Society's  examination  in  physics  and 
chemistry,  in  order  to  be  registered  as 
a  pharmaceutical  assistant  apprentice. 
On  registration,  the  student  may  pro- 
ceed forthwith  to  a  pharmacy  and 
enter  upon  a  three-year  apprentice- 
ship. Having  completed  the  apprentice- 
ship the  student  enters  the  College  of 
Pharmacy  for  a  term  of  lectures  lasting 
four  months,  at  the  end  of  which  he 
or  she  is  eligible  to  enter  for  the  phar- 
maceutical assistants'  examination.  A 
candidate  who  passes  that  examination 
may  legally  discharge  the  duties  of  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  during  the 
"  temporary  absence  "  of  the  pharma- 
cist. 

The  new  regulations  stipulate  that  a 
person  entering  upon  an  apprenticeship 
for  the  purpose  of  becoming  a  phar- 
macist, or  pharmaceutical  assistant, 
will  sign  articles  of  pupilage  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  apprenticeship.  The 
terms  of  the  articles  of  pupilage  are 
being  prepared  by  the  Society's  Coun- 
cil and  will  embody  rules  for  the 
guidance  of  both  master  and  appren- 
tice. 

At  its  December  meeting  (see  p.  671) 
the  Council  adopted  the  new  regula- 
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tions,  which  now  only  await  the  for- 
mal approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
to  become  operative.  They  are  expec- 
ted to  come  into  force  early  in  1958. 

The  four  months'  course  of  lectures 
for  pharmaceutical  assistants  is  in 
pharmaceutics,  forensic  pharmacy, 
pharmacognosy  and  general  pharma- 


ceutical chemistry.  Examinations  are 
being  held  at  least  twice  annually. 

The  pharmaceutical  assistant  may 
proceed  to  qualify  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  by  (1)  passing  the  Society's 
pre-registration  examination  (if  he  has 
not  already  obtained  credits  for  physics 
and    chemistry);    (2)    attending  the 


science  course  and  passing  the  First 
Professional  examination;  (3)  attending 
the  pharmacy  course  and  passing  the 
Second  Professional  examination. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the 
educational  standard  required  for  pre- 
liminary registration  for  the  course 
leading  to  the  Ph.C.  qualification.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Locum's  Appeal  Dismissed 

An  appeal  by  William  H.  Harris. 
M.P.S..  against  a  decision  made  against 
him  at  Swindon  registrar's  court 
(C.  &  D.,  November  30,  1957,  p.  583) 
was  dismissed  with  costs  at  Swindon 
County  Court  on  December  1 1 . 

French  Pharmacist's  Sentence 

A  PARIS  court  on  December  19,  pro- 
nounced judgment  in  cases  concerning 
the  drug  Stalinon  which  in  1954  (see 
C.  &  D.,  November  2.  p.  478)  led  to 
the  deaths  of  102  persons  in  France 
and  left  at  least  100  others  permanently 
afflicted.  Georges  Feuillet,  the  pharma- 
cist who  formulated  and  sold  the  drug, 
was  sentenced  to  the  maximum  penalty 
allowed  by  the  law  (two  years'  impri- 
sonment) for  "  homicide  and  the  caus- 
ing of  injuries  through  imprudance." 
He  is  also  being  required  to  pay  a  fine 
of  1  million  francs  (about  £850)  for 
"  infringing  the  legislation  on  pharma- 
ceutical products."  He  was  arrested  as 
soon  as  the  judgment  was  delivered. 
M  Genet,  the  manager  of  the  factory 
that  made  the  drug,  was  found  guilty 
of  a  similar  breach  of  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal laws,  and  ordered  to  pay  a  fine  of 
fi.  100,000  (about  £85).  During  the  trial 
the  prosecution  sought  to  prove  that 
M.  Genet  had  taken  insufficient  care 
during  the  manufacturing  processes. 
The  court  dismissed  the  civil  part  of 
the  action  against  Feuillet  but  awarded 
symbolic  damages  of  one  franc  to  the 
Order  of  Pharmacists  and  to  the  Cham- 
ber of  Pharmaceutical  Manufacturers. 
Both  had  complained  that  Feuillet's 
behaviour  had  damaged  their  profes- 
sional and  commercial  reputation.  The 
court  awarded  fr.643  million  of  the 
total  of  about  fr.  1,000  million  claimed 
by  the  many  victims  and  their  families. 
It  is  not  yet  clear  who  will  provide  the 
money.  According  to  The  Times  the 
French  insurance  company  that  covers 
the  pharmaceutical  industry  for  acci- 
dents caused  by  drugs  has  since  gone 
bankrupt.  The  News  Chronicle's  Paris 
correspondent  states  that  the  chemist 
was  covered  for  damages  by  several 
insurance  companies,  among  them 
Lloyd's  of  London  who  covered  the 
risks  over  £30.000,  and  have  now 
brought  a  civil  action  against  the 
French  Health  Ministry  for  having, 
they  allege,  approved  the  drug  and 
granted  it  a  licence.

Import  Duties  Bill 

The  Import  Duties  Bill  was  con- 
sidered in  committee  on  December  18. 
On  Clause  1  (New  power  to  charge 
protective  duties),  an  amendment  by 
Mr.  A.  F.  Holt  to  reduce  import 
duties  on  a  wide  variety  of  goods  by 
50  per  cent,  was  rejected. 

Sir  D.  Eccles.  moving  an  amend- 
ment to  delete  Clause  3  which  sets  out 
the  constitution  and  general  functions 
of  the  Import  Duties  Board,  said  he 
was  prepared  to  drop  the  Import 
Duties  Board  but  not  without  making 
some  improvements  in  the  methods  by 
which  the  Board  of  Trade  had  handled 
tariff  applications  since  1945.  There 
was  general  agreement  that  the  present 


6  per  cent,  is  declared,  as  a  year  ago.

The 
increase  in  the  bank  rate  is  having  its 
effect  on  the  company's  position  and 
care  is  being  taken  to  avoid  any 
premature  increase  in  borrowing.  The 
total  sales  for  the  year,  home,  export 
and  subsidiary  companies  combined, 
were  a  record  for  the  group.  The  com- 
pany has  been  expanding  considerably 
its  veterinary  interests,  and  has  acquired 
an  experimental  farm  at  which  it  is 
possible  to  study  the  action  of  new 
medicaments  in  the  living  animal 
under  natural  conditions.  Inevitably, 
it  is  a  costly  venture  and  it  is  likely 
to  be  several  years  before  the  experi- 
mental work  can  be  expected  to  bring 
reward.  The  directors,  however,  con- 
sider that  the  expenditure  is  fully 
justified  and  should  "  strengthen  the 
company's  position  in  a  field  of  ever 
increasing  importance."  For  accounts 
see  C.  &  D.,  November  30,  p.  586. 


system  was  open  to  two  criticisms,  not 
least  that  the  applicant  for  a  change  in 
duty  did  not  receive  enough  informa- 
tion about  the  reasons  why  the  applica- 
tions were  accepted  or  refused.  Sec- 
ondly, there  was  concern  over  the 
length  of  time  that  the  Board  of  Trade 
took  to  reach  conclusions  on  applica- 
tions. 

Where  an  application  for  a  change 
of  duty  succeeded  the  House  would  be 
asked  to  approve  an  affirmative  resolu- 
tion. An  applicant  whose  case  had 
been  accepted  as  prima  facie  ought  to 
know,  unless  there  were  security  rea- 
sons, why  his  application  failed,  and  in 
future  he  would  propose  that  the 
Board  of  Trade  wrote  to  the  applicant 
stating  the  reasons.  He  would  later 
ask  members  to  consider  a  new  clause 
laying  upon  the  Board  of  Trade  the 
duty  of  making  an  annual  report  of 
the  use  of  the  powers  under  the  Bill. 
Subject  to  security  reasons,  they  would 
give  as  full  a  review  as  possible.  He 
could  not  give  any  definite  timetable 
for  examining  tariff  applications  as 
those  matters  varied  and  were  compli- 
cated. More  of  the  work  could  be  done 
orally  rather  than  by  correspondence, 
and  he  was  hoping  by  one  means  or 
another  to  cut  the  time-table  without 
reducing  the  thoroughness  with  which 
each  case  was  considered. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to  and  the 
committee  stage  was  concluded.

A  Priority  of  Initials 

Sir, — I  would  like  strongly  to  depre- 
cate the  use  by  Dr.  Edwards,  in  his 
article  entitled  "A  New  Antacid  (C.&D., 
December  14.  p.  647),  of  the  abbrevia- 
tion ATP  for  aluminium  triple  pre- 
cipitate. ATP  is  a  well-known  abbre- 
viation for  the  important  energy-rich 
biological  compound  adenosine  triphos- 
phate, and  has  been  used  to  designate 
that  compound  for  many  years.  I  feel 
that,  in  addition  to  the  distinct  disad- 
vantage from  a  scientific  point  of  view 
of  the  same  abbreviation  being  used 
to  indicate  two  such  completely  differ- 
ent materials,  there  is  also  a  danger  of 
confusion  in  the  field  of  therapeutics. 
Adenosine  triphosphate  (ATP)  is  a 
potent  biochemical  that  should  be  well- 
known  to  clinicians  because  of  its  fun- 
damental importance  in  metabolism.  It 
has  also  been  used,  to  a  limited  extent, 
in  therapeutic  trials  (1-9),  and  it  would 
be  most  unfortunate,  if  not  dangerous, 
for  confusion  to  arise  between  adeno- 
sine triphosphate  and  aluminium  triple 
precipitate.

Plymouth  was  also  proud  that 
a  local  firm  had  equipped  the  research 
laboratory  in  the  College.  At  present 
there  were  fourteen  pharmacy  students 
in  their  first  year,  and  seventeen  in  their 
second  year  at  the  College.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Bloomfield  (a  member  of  the  Society's 
Council)  also  paid  tribute  to  the  work 
that  Plymouth  was  doing  in  the  cause 
of  further  education  so  far  as  pharmacy 
was  concerned.  Mr.  L.  T.  Warn  (chair- 
man of  the  Branch)  welcomed  the 
guests  among  whom  were  the  chairmen 
of  Exeter,  Cornwall,  and  Torquay 
Branches  of  the  Society,  and  Mr.  H.  J. 
Graves,  Exmouth  (a  member  of  the 
Society's  Council).  The  chairman  pre- 
sented the  Lord  Mayor  of  Plymouth 
with  a  cheque  for  £10  10s.  for  his 
Christmas  Fund,  and  Mr.  Bloomfield 
with  the  same  amount  for  the  Society's 
Benevolent  Fund,  plus  a  cheque  for 
the  Fund  from  Mr.  A.  S.  Tucker  (a 
director,  Evans.  Gadd  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
manufacturing  chemists,'  Exeter). 

LEEDS 

An  Educational  Problem 

The  future  success  of  the  chemical 
industry,  indeed  of  Britain,  was  an 
educational  problem,  said  Dr.  W.  E. 
Scott  (principal.  Huddersfield  Techni- 
cal College)  at  the  annual  dinner  and 
dance  of  the  British  Association  of 
Chemists  in  Huddersfield  on  Decem- 
ber 13.  "  But  let  it  not  be  thought  that 
that  means  it  is  a  matter  only  for 
schools,  colleges  and  universities.  Theirs 
is  only  a  part  in  education.  The  atti- 
tude of  parents  is  perhaps  of  even 
greater  importance,  while  the  attitude 
of  employer  and  employee  is  absolutely 
vital.  It  must  be  a  united  effort — the 
failure  of  any  one  party  can  ruin  the 
good  efforts  of  another."  he  said.  "  In 
proposing  the  health  of  the  British 
Association  of  Chemists  I  would  ask 
you  as  an  Association  and  as  indivi- 
duals to  lend  your  shoulder  to  that 
effort  to  keep  this  great  industry  and 
this  country  in  the  front  of  world  mar- 
kets. It  will  be  no  easy  task.  I  think 
we  have  been  living  since  the  war  in 
an  atmosphere  of  false  prosperity. 
There  are  those  in  all  classes  of  the 
community  who  have  lost  a  sense  of 
responsibility,  lost  a  sense  of  adven- 
ture, lost  the  experience  of  real  satis- 
faction of  doing  well  a  hard  day's 
work.  How  many  of  us  reflect  at  the 
end  of  the  day.  week  or  month  whether 
in  fact  we  have  earned  our  wage  or 


salary  ?  Surely  we  British  need  a 
domestic  self  denial  and  a  national  dis- 
cipline. I  trust  that  chemists  will  set  an 
example  and  that  your  Association 
can,  and  will,  play  a  great  part  in  re- 
gaining the  right  spirit  in  our  land." 
Mr.  N.  Hudson  (chief  commercial 
officer,  North  Eastern  Gas  Board) 
commented :  "  I  believe  there  is  a  lot 
of  confused  thinking  today  about  the 
standing  of  trained  personnel  in  indus- 
try. I  believe  there  is  some  confused 
thinking  as  to  the  use  to  which  trained 
personnel  should  be  put.  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  a  man  with  a  backroom 
brain  should  be  put  out  on  the  works 
plant,  and  I  believe  that  it  is  time 
people  who  are  planning  educational 
facilities  should  recognise  the  import- 
anl  part  that  technological  training  can 
play  in  this  country."  Mr.  G.  T.  Gurr 
(president  of  the  Association)  was  in 
the  chair). 

LINCOLN 

Gifts  for  Mayor  and  Sheriff 

Two  members  of  Lincoln  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  who  have 
brought  to  the  profession  the  distinc- 
tion of  providing  the  city's  civic  heads 
this  year,  were  honoured  at  a  dinner 
given  for  them  by  the  Branch  on  De- 
cember 4.  They  were  Councillor  Mrs. 
G.  L.  Murfin,  M.P.S..  and  Mr.  Spencer 
C.  Mort.  M.P.S.  (sheriff).  Mr.  J.  W. 
Giles  (Branch  chairman)  presented 
each  of  them  with  an  inscribed  silver 
salver  "  as  a  memento  of  your  year  of 
office  and  as  a  token  of  the  great  esteem 
in  which  you  are  held  by  your  col- 
leagues." Mr.  Giles  (who  is  a  former 
mayor  of  the  city)  said  the  Branch  was 
most  conscious  of  the  great  compliment 
that  had  been  paid  to  the  profession. 
"  Other  chemists  have  occupied  the 
office  of  mayor  in  the  past  —  only  a 
sense  of  modesty  prevents  me  saying 
what  an  excellent  job  they  have  always 
made  of  it — but  it  is  the  first  time  we 
have  had  a  chemist  for  sheriff."  Of  the 
mayor,  Mr.  Giles  said  that  so  far  as 
pharmacy  was  concerned,  he  believed 


it  was  something  she  enjoyed  doing, 
and  particularly  did  she  enjoy  being  a 
retail  chemist.  "  When  we  remember 
that  your  father,  your  uncle,  and  your 
sister  are  all  pharmacists,  we  realise 
ii  is  something  that  is  in  the  blood." 
Sheriff  Mort  had  formerly  been  Branch 
secretary,  and  was  a  member  of  Lin- 
coln Executive  Council  and  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee.  "  Our  in- 
terests are  well  served  and  we  have  a 
friend  at  court,"  concluded  Mr.  Giles. 
Thanking  the  Branch  for  the  gift  made 
to  her,  the  Mayor  recalled  that  a  simi- 
lar gift  had  been  made  to  her  father 
(Mr.  John  Hague,  M.P.S.).  during  his 
mayoralty,  1923-24.  Mr.  Mort  paid 
tribute  to  members  of  Lincoln  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  for  it  was  with 
them,  he  said,  with  whom  he  had  been 
most  closely  associated.  Mr.  E.  V. 
Abraham  in  proposing  the  toast  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  brought  greet- 
ings to  Lincoln  Branch  from  his  col- 
leagues at  Scunthorpe.  A  similar  mes- 
sage from  the  Society's  Council  and  the 
executive  of  the  National  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Union  was  conveyed  by  Mr.  H.

Council).  Mr.  L.  W.  Simpson  (Branch 
secretary)  proposed  the  toast  to  the 
guests,  and  Mr.  G.  W.  Briscoe  (clerk 
to  Lincoln  Executive  Council),  in  reply, 
thanked  the  pharmacists  of  Lincoln  for 
their  co-operation  with  himself,  in  his 
official  capacity,  and  said  there  was  no 
section  of  the  community  which  worked 
harder  or  more  conscientiously  than 
theirs.

ISLE  OF  THANET 

"  Caution  of  a  Pharmacist  " 

From  both  the  professional  and  busi- 
ness point  of  view  it  would  be  all  to 
the  good  if  the  "  caution  of  a  phar- 
macist "  became  as  proverbial  in  the 
public  mind  as  the  "  patience  of  Job." 
said  Mr.  W.  R.  Roberts  (chief  inspec- 
tor, Pharmaceutical  Society)  when  he 
addressed  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  Dec- 
ember 9.  Medicines  were  not  ordinary 
articles  of  commerce  and  the  more 
often  the  public  were  reminded  of  that 
fact  the  better.  In  the  matter  of  the 
enforcement  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  the 
burden  of  responsibility  on  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  was  considerable, 
but  that  burden  fell  just  as  heavily  on 
the  individual  members  as  on  the 
Council  who  acted  for  the  Society  as  a 
whole.  The  inspectors  and  officials 
were  merely  the  instruments  through 
whom  that  duty  was  carried  out.  but 
the  degree  of  observance  was  a  matter 


depending  largely  upon  the  conscience 
and  conduct  of  the  Society's  members. 
Although  circumstances  under  which 
retail  business  was  conducted  had 
changed  considerably  during  the  last 
twenty  years,  the  poison  in  the  packed 
proprietary  article  needed  the  same  or 
even  greater  care  in  distribution  as 
the  bulk  poison  of  previous  genera- 
tions. It  was  a  mistake  to  regard  the 
restrictions  requiring  the  personal 
supervision  of  particular  transactions 
as  irksome,  or  to  do  anything  which 
undermined  safeguards,  legal  or  other- 
wise.

The  Jenkin  case  was  still  good  law  in 
spite  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
new  Charter,  said  Mr.  C.  C.  Stevens

on  October  31.  It  was  because  of  the 
decision  given  in  that  case  that  the  Re- 
tail Pharmacists'  Union,  now  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  was 
formed.  In  1933,  he  said,  regulations 
for  the  setting  up  of  the  Statutory  Com- 
mittee were  made  and  it  was  a  token 
of  the  fairness  of  that  committee  that 
the  only  appeal  against  one  of  its  de- 
cisions failed  in  the  High  Court. 


LIVERPOOL 

Defence  Against  Polio 

Defence  against  poliomyelitis  was  the 
subject  of  the  talk  given  by  Mr.  S.  A. 
Keeble  (Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.).  at 
the  meeting  of  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association  and  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  on  December  12. 
The  talk  was  illustrated  by  slides  and 


the  colour  film  on  the  production  of 
Polivirin.  Mr.  Keeble  dealt  with  the 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  poliomye- 
litis and  explained  why  it  was  essential 
to  vaccinate  rather  than  try  to  cure  the 
disease  after  people  had  developed  it. 
Increased  temperature  and  humid- 
ity seemed  disposed  to  increase  the 
incidence,  which  was  higher  in  a  warm 
humid  summer  than  in  a  dry  summer.

57.    MR.  HARRY  BUCKINGHAM 


CHRISTMAS  Day,  1957,  has  been  an 
anniversary  of  unique  importance 
in  the  life  of  Mr.  Harry  Buckingham. 
M.P.S.,  Aston.  Birmingham.  On  that 
day  he  reached  his  eighty-fifth  birth- 
day. Not  many  pharmacists  of  eighty- 
five  can  claim  that  they  still  take  an 
active  daily  part,  as  Mr.  Buckingham 
does,  in  the  running  of  a  pharmaceu- 
tical business. 

Mr.  Buckingham's  association  with 
pharmacy  began  so  long  ago  as  1888. 
when,  at  the  age  of  sixteen  and  a  half, 
he  passed  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
preliminary  examination. 

His  previous  general  education  was 
at  a  private  school  in  Coventry,  the 
city  in  which  he  was  born  and  in  which 
he  was  to  serve  a  four-year  apprentice- 
ship in  the  long-since  demolished  phar- 
macy of  Mr.  Alfred  Newton.  In  an 
old-style  apprenticeship  for  which  he. 
or  rather  his  parents,  had  to  find  a  pre- 
mium to  pay  to  the  apprentice-master, 
he  received,  during  the  whole  period, 
despite  an  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  working 
day,  no  remuneration.  However  the 
apprenticeship,  if  it  seems  today,  like 
others  of  its  period,  a  hard  bargain  for 
the  apprentice,  was  worth  while  in  the 
sense  that  it  fitted  him.  after  only  four 
years  on  the  register,  to  take  over  on 
his  own  account  a  pharmacy  that  sur- 
vived many  early  trials  and  has 
nourished  for  almost  sixty  years. 

Mr.  Buckingham  qualified  on  July 
16,  1894,  becoming,  in  the  set-up  of 
those  days,  not  a  member  but  an  Asso- 
ciate of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
After  a  short  period  as  qualified  assist- 
ant in  a  Coventry  pharmacy,  he  took 
a  "  living-in "  post  in  a  pharmacy  at 
Great  Malvern,  where  he  stayed  for 
three  years.  His  salary  was  £45 
per  annum.  For  a  short  time  in  1898 
he  was  with  the  late  Mr.  G.  H.  Perry. 
F.C.S..  at  Edgbaston,  Birmingham,  be- 
fore embarking  in  July  of  that  year  on 
his  own  venture  in  proprietorship  in 
the  industrial  area  of  Aston,  at  that 
time  a  town  in  its  own  right,  now  in- 
corporated within  the  city  of  Birming- 
ham and  best  known  elsewhere,  per- 
haps, for  its  famous  football  team. 
As  he  married  in  the  following  year  he 
is  within  sight  of  another  important 
anniversary:  his  diamond  wedding. 
Mrs.  Buckingham  looks  in  fine  trim 
to  enjoy  many  more  years  of  married 
life,  and  the  fact  that  her  husband 
walks  to  work  every  morning  is  a  pretty 
good  index  of  his  own  health. 

In  the  pharmacy  at  330  Victoria 
Road  their  son  (Mr.  G.  N.  W.  Buck- 
ingham, M.P.S.)  is  an  equal  partner, 
and  a  nephew,  Mr.  W.  H.  Moore. 
M.P.S.,  completes  a  trio  of  pharma- 
cists at  the  shop.  A  branch  pharmacy 
at  279a  Witton  Road  has  a  manager. 
Mr.  Harry  Buckingham  has  also  a 


long  record  of  service  to  his  fellow 
pharmacists  in  Birmingham.  Half  a 
century  ago  he  was  an  active  member 
of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation. At  the  time  of  the  passing  of 
the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  he 
was  secretary  of  the  Birmingham  Phar- 
maceutical Association.  In  that  capa- 
city it  fell  to  him  to  try  to  influence 
the  Commons  vote  in  pharmacy's  fav- 
our and  he  sent  off  to  twenty-six  mem- 
bers representing  constituencies  in  Bir- 
mingham and  district  telegrams  that 
arrived  at  the  House  ten  minutes  before 
the  momentous  Division  took  place.  He 
was  president  of  the  Birmingham  Phar- 
maceutical Association  in  1916-17  and 
again  in  1917-18.  He  was  for  seven 
years  a  member  of  the  Birmingham 
Insurance  Committee,  and  has  re- 
mained a  member  of  the  Birmingham 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  since  its  in- 
ception. He  has  been  a  delegate  to  a 


number  of  national  conferences  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  LInion.  and 
has  been  for  years  a  member  or  deputy 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Committee  under  the  National  Health 
Service  and  of  the  chemists'  liaison 
committee  with  the  Medical  Commit- 
tee. In  his  time  he  has  trained  five 
apprentices.  All  of  them  have  done  well, 
and  though  one  has  died  the  rest  main- 
tain friendly  contacts  with  their  old 
apprentice  master.  By  the  chemists  of 
Birmingham  Mr.  Buckingham  is  held 
in  equal  affection  and  respect,  and  his 
son  is  an  active  director  of  Associated 
Chemists  (Birmingham).  Ltd. 

In  this  issue  appearing  midway  be- 
tween his  birthday  and  New  Year's 
Day,  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  adds 
to  the  congratulations  of  his  Birming- 
ham colleagues  its  own  messages  of 
"  Many  Happy  Returns  "  and  "  Pros- 
perous New  Year."

WESTMINSTER  HOSPITAL 

and  a  proud  tradition  in  its  pharmacy  department 

H.  S.  GRAINGER,  F.P.S. 


FROSTY  days  and  misty  nights;  the  winter  solstice,  the 
turn  of  the  year.  .  .  .  Perhaps  it  is  a  sign  of  middle 
age  that  the  mind  of  the  writer  turns  to  ruminating 
on  the  ghosts  of  the  past  as  he  sits  in  company  round  the 
log  fire.  Hospital  pharmacy  certainly  has  a  past — one  that 
has  not  been  at  all  well  documented,  and  that  leaves  ample 
scope  for  conjecture  and  imagination.  In  recent  times  I 
have  been  turning  over  the  vellum  pages  of  beautiful 
copperplate  script  in  the  old  minute  books  of  my  own 
hospital  (which  go  back  to  its  foundation  in  1719)  in  order 
to  trace  the  history  of  the  pharmacy  department. 

From  A  pothecary  to  Pharmacist 

The  hospital  pharmacist  is  more  directly  descended  from 
the  Apothecary  than  is  his  retail  colleague,  for  in  many  of 
the  older  hospitals  the  nineteenth  century  was  nearing  its 
close  before  the  head  of  the  pharmaceutical  service  made  a 
transition  from  apothecary  to  pharmacist,  At  Westminster 
the  first  mention  of  the  Apothecary  by  name  in  the  records 
is  found  in  1733,  though  an  Apothecary  is  known  to  have 
been  among  the  first  permanent  officers  appointed  at  the 
hospital's  foundation.  Mr.  Aldridge  (1733)  appears  to  hive 
fallen  foul  of  the  physicians  of  his  day,  which  is  not  sur- 
prising in  view  of  the  strained  relations  existing  at  that 
time  between  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  and  the  College 
of  Physicians.  One  would  dearly  like  to  know  what  the 
quarrel  was  about.  Several  minutes  refer  to  it  without  stat- 
ing the  nature  of  Mr.  Aldridge's  offence,  except  that  he 
was  "  uncivil."  It  is  hinted  that  he  assumed  more  authority 
in  medical  matters  than  he  was  entitled  to,  and  insisted 
that  he  was  the  "  senior  resident  officer."  That  availed  him 
little,  however,  and  he  was  dismissed  and  succeeded  by 
William  Taylor.  His  successor  was  evidently  a  less  spectacu- 
lar character,  for  no  more  mention  is  made  of  the  Apothe- 
cary until  1771,  when  we  read  that  Mr.  Parratt  resigned 
after  long  service.  From  1771  to  1774  the  hospital  was 
served  by  a  Mr.  Conran,  who  at  his  death  was  succeeded 
by  Mr.  Ibez  Ward,  the  latter  an  enterprising  character 
during  whose  term  of  office  we  find  a  little  more  informa- 
tion given  about  the  working  of  the  department.  Ward 
served  his  articles  in  the  hospital  as  apprentice  to  Conran, 
starting  in  1772.  In  1782  he  is  reported  to  have  advised  the 
hospital  to  cease  purchasing  its  drugs  from  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall,  and  to  transfer  the  account  to  Mr.  Jones, 
Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Russell  Street,  Covent  Garden. 
That  is  a  further  interesting  reflection  on  the  ancient  quarrel 
between  the  apothecaries  and  physicians,  one  result  of 
which  was  that  chemists  and  druggists  began  to  make  their 
appearance  as  suppliers  of  medicines  to  the  public  in 
competition  with  members  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries. 
The  discovery  recently  of  a  prescription  book  and  papers 
relating  to  the  Russell  Street  business  brought  to  light  two 
receipts  which  indicate  that  Mr.  Jones  was  a  subscriber  to 
the  Westminster  Hospital  in  1786  and  1787  to  an  amount 
of  £3  3s.  yearly.  Evidently,  Mr.  Ibez  Ward's  patronage  was 
appreciated.  Among  the  curious  duties  of  the  Apothecary 
was  that  of  custodian  of  the  "  dead  house,"  for  in  1782  a 
minute  appears  in  which  the  Apothecary  is  the  sole  officer 
authorised  to  keep  the  key  thereof.  Mr.  Ward  continued  in 
office  until  1801,  and  when  he  resigned  the  post  was  adver- 
tised in  the  Oracle,  the  Herald  and  the  Courier  at  a  salary 
of  £52  10s.  for  the  half-year.  Some  expert  on  the  history 
of  monetary  values  may  be  able  to  calculate  the  extent  to 
which  the  post  had  improved  financially  in  the  intervening 


years.  The  successful  applicant  was  Edward  Meyrick,  who 
served  until  his  death  in  1825.  Despite  the  absence  of 
Whitley  Councils  and  similar  bodies.  Meyrick  received  an 
increment  in  salary  for,  in  1812,  the  year  of  Napoleon's 
defeat,  he  was  in  receipt  of  £129  7s.  9d.  per  annum,  inclu- 
sive of  allowances.  In  addition  he  was  allowed  to  have  five 
fee-paying  pupils.  Perhaps  it  is  unfair  to  interpret  as  a 
reflection  upon  Mr.  Meyrick  the  fact  that  there  appears 
during  his  term  of  office  a  note  to  the  effect  that  the  porter 
was  to  record  the  time  of  his  leaving  and  entering  the  hos- 
pital, and  that  he  was  to  leave  an  indication  as  to  his  where- 
abouts when  he  was  absent.  Like  his  predecessors,  Mr. 
Meyrick  resided  in  the  hospital.  He  was  evidently  held  in 
high  esteem,  despite  the  porter's  watching  brief,  for  there 
exists  in  the  department  a  fine  pencil  portrait  of  him,  pre- 
sented to  the  hospital  after  his  death.  Meyrick  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Henry  Bond,  who  was  appointed  on  August  10. 
1825.  and  was  the  last  Apothecary  of  the  Hospital.  He 
seems  to  have  combined  his  duties  of  apothecary,  resident 
medical  officer  and,  later,  anaesthetist,  admission  clerk  and 
assistant  secretary.  Such  is  the  versatility  of  the  profession ! 

First  Pharmacist 

Towards  the  end  of  Bond's  time  developments  had  taken 
place  in  medical  practice  such  that  a  resident  anaesthetist 
and  a  house  physician  were  required.  Bond  became  secre- 
tary to  the  hospital  and  a  few  years  later  a  pharmacist  was 
appointed.  The  statute  of  the  hospital  requires  that  the 
holder  of  the  office  shall  be  a  licentiate  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  or  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Since  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  at  this  time  a  new 
organisation,  it  is  interesting  that  it  should  already  have 
achieved  such  a  status.  The  first  pharmacist  (sic)  was  W.  E. 
Tanner,  who  was  an  examiner  to  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety. Tanner  appears  to  have  combined  some  biochemical 
analysis  with  his  pharmaceutical  duties.  He  made  a  contri- 
bution in  the  hospital  year  book  of  1899  "  on  the  Estima- 
tion of  Sugar  in  the  Urine."  Tanner  was  succeeded  by 
I;ouracre,  who  is  remembered  by  some  of  his  contempor- 
aries, happily  still  with  us,  and  he  by  Hobart,  recently 
deceased.  Hobart  took  up  the  plans  that  Fouracre  had 
commenced,  and  developed  them.  He  saw  them  into  fulfil- 
ment in  1939  in  the  new  pharmaceutical  department  in  the 
present  buildings  in  St.  John's  Gardens.  In  spite  of  so 
much  that  has  changed  over  the  centuries,  much  remains 
the  same.  The  lesson  that  Aldridge  failed  to  learn;  the  con- 
cern of  Ward  for  the  economic  purchasing  of  drugs;  the 
versatile  service  of  Tanner  and  others;  all  went  to  the 
building  of  a  tradition  that  the  present  holder  is  proud  to 
inherit.  So,  at  the  turn  of  another  year,  one  wonders  what 
the  Apothecary  of  2157  will  have  to  write  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  for  December  of  that  year.

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"  Substantial  Work  of  Reconstruction  " 

One  of  the  grounds  on  which  a  landlord  may  defeat  a 
tenant's  claim  for  a  new  tenancy  is  that  he  intends  "  to 
demolish  or  reconstruct  the  premises  or  a  substantial 
part  of  them,"  or  that  he  intends  "  to  carry  out  sub- 
stantial work  of  reconstruction  on  the  premises  or  a 
part  thereof." 

What  those  phrases  mean  in  practice  is  a  question  of 
some  difficulty,  and  it  is  important  that  landlords  should 
know  whether  they  are  on  sure  grounds  in  moving  to 
oust  the  tenant,  and  that  a  tenant  who  wishes  to  escape 
eviction  should  know  his  rights.  Valuable  light  is  thrown 
on  the  matter  by  a  case  recently  before  the  courts.  In 
the  case  referred  to  the  shop  premises,  which  were  used 
for  a  confectionery  business,  covered  a  certain  portion 
only  of  the  ground  floor  of  a  building.  The  shop  pre- 
mises consisted  mainly  of  an  open  shopfront,  where 
goods  were  displayed,  and  two  separate  rooms  behind, 
which  were  separated  from  each  other  and  from  the  rest 
of  the  premises  by  brick  walls.  Having  obtained  the  neces- 
sary planning  permission  the  landlord  proposed  to  carry 
out  work  that  would  cause  the  shop  premises  to  dis- 
appear. They  would  become  completely  merged  in  a 
single  room  or  space  extending  over  the  whole  of  the 
ground  floor  of  the  building. 

The  work  would  involve  removal  of  all  the  interven- 
ing walls  and  partitions  and  the  substitution  of  the 
support  the  walls  and  partitions  gave  to  the  upper  floors 
by  an  entirely  new  kind  of  support  (steel  joists  across 
the  roof  of  the  ground  floor  and  over  a  yard  at  the  rear, 
resting  on  substantial  pillars  that  would  be  built  into 
the  ground).  The  proposed  changes  also  involved  lower- 
ing the  floor  by  about  8  in.  and  making  a  new  floor. 

In  a  lower  court  the  judge  had  ignored  the  fact  that 
the  existing  internal  walls  were  to  be  substituted  by 
pillars  and  joists,  and  had  also  considered  the  various 
items  individually,  instead  of  viewing  them  as  a  whole. 
He  had  also  regarded  the  new  floor  as  a  repair  or  re- 
placement, and  not  as  a  structural  alteration,  ignoring 
the  fact  that  lowering  the  floor  increased  the  total  space 
of  the  tenant's  premises. 

The  judgment  given  in  the  higher  court  indicates 
principles  that  may  usefully  be  adopted  for  guidance 
in  such  cases.  First,  in  examining  questions  of  recon- 
struction, attention  must  be  confined  to  the  actual  pre- 
mises let  to  the  tenant,  and  not  to  any  larger  premises 
of  which  they  may  form  part.  There  might  be  a  recon- 
struction of  a  building  involving  only  trivial  work  to 
the  tenant's  premises.  Secondly,  the  work  proposed  and 
the  effect  it  will  produce  when  completed  must  be 


viewed  as  a  whole,  not  examining  it  item  by  item  and 
asking  "  Is  this  particular  item  a  reconstruction  or 
merely  a  repair  ?  "  Thirdly,  "  reconstruction  "  means  a 
substantial  interference  with  the  structure  of  the  pre- 
mises— that  is  the  tenant's  premises — and  involves  a  re- 
building, whether  in  the  same  or  in  a  different  form,  of 
such  part  of  the  tenant's  premises  as  has  been  demol- 
ished by  reason  of  the  interference  with  the  structure. 

If  only  a  part  of  the  structure  of  the  tenant's  pre- 
mises is  being  demolished  and  rebuilt,  the  question 
whether  it  forms  a  substantial  part  of  the  tenant's 
premises  is  necessarily  one  of  degree,  each  case  being 
determined  on  its  particular  facts.  Mere  alteration  of  the 
identity  or  character  of  the  tenant's  premises  does  not 
in  itself  constitute  a  reconstruction. 

The  last  principle  is  well  illustrated  by  another  recent 
case,  in  which  access  could  be  obtained  to  the  basement 
and  to  the  upper  floors  of  the  premises  only  by  external 
staircases.  The  landlord  proposed  to  remove  them  and 
substitute  internal  staircases.  The  Court  held  that  the 
work  in  question  was  one  of  improvement  only,  and 
did  not  constitute  reconstruction,  since  there  was  no 
substantial  interference  with  the  structure. 

Another  point  raised  in  such  circumstances  concerns 
the  landlord's  intention  to  do  the  work  and  the  time  at 
which  that  intention  must  be  formed.  After  some  dif- 
ferences of  views,  the  courts  have  now  ruled  that  a 
landlord  need  not  have  formed  the  intention  at  the  date 
of  the  notice  of  termination,  nor  even  at  the  date  of  the 
commencement  of  the  proceedings.  It  is  sufficient  if  he 
has  the  necessary  intention  at  the  date  of  the  hearing. 
The  intention,  however,  must  be  firm  and  settled,  and 
one  that  the  landlord  is  in  a  position  to  carry  out.  It 
would  not  be  sufficient,  therefore,  for  the  landlord  to 
have  a  fixed  determination  to  carry  out  the  work  at  the 
end  of  the  tenancy  if  he  cannot  get  the  necessary  con- 
sent from  the  Town  Planning  Authority,  or  if  he  has 
not  the  necessary  finance  to  enable  him  to  have  the  work 
carried  out. 

Company  landlords  are  in  the  peculiar  position  that 
they  can  only  express  their  intention  by  a  formal  act. 
such  as  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors. 

FIFTY    YEARS  AGO 

25-FOLD  INCREASE  IN  TEN  YEARS 

From  the  C.  &  D.,  December  28,  1907 
The  present  idea  of  chemists'  assistants  that  a  large  capital 
is  essential  for  the  beginner  in  business,  if  he  is  to  compete 
with  company  chemists  and  drug-stores,  is  much  to  be  de- 
plored. This  idea  tends  to  fill  up  the  shops  of  the  com- 
panies with  good  and  capable  men  who  could  be  doing 
much  better  for  themselves,  their  families,  and  their  craft 
by  running  a  business  on  their  own  account.  Perhaps  my 
case  may  serve  as  a  stimulus.  I  started  business  in  1901. 
with  £120  saved  by  myself,  and  in  six  years  increased  this 
to  about  £3,000.  After  passing  the  Minor,  in  1898,  I  had 
about  5s.  cash  remaining,  so  I  immediately  took  locum 
work  in  order  to  save  as  much  as  possible.  When  locum 
berths  were  not  to  be  had  I  took  berths  where  most  money 
was  to  be  obtained,  and  by  careful  living,  by  the  autumn 
of  1900  I  had  saved  about  £130.  Finding  then  some  diffi- 
culty in  getting  a  well-paid  berth.  I  began  to  look  through 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Supplement  for  a  bargain  busi- 
ness. ...  I  decided  to  make  the  plunge  and  paid  down  a 
deposit  of  £10,  purchasing  the  stock,  fixtures,  fittings,  good- 
will, and  lease  for  £150  cash.  .  .  .  The  shop  was  situated 
near  the  City,  so  that  I  was  able  to  work  on  a  small  stock; 
ordering  goods  by  midnight  post  I  received  them  about 
dinner-time  the  next  day.  At  the  end  of  the  first  month  I 
had  taken  £59.  and  was  thus  in  a  position  to  return  the  £30 
loan.  .  .  .

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 


On  my  desk,  writes  a  correspondent,  is  a  1905  calendar 
"  with  best  wishes  for  the  ne*w  year "  of  the  Antikamnia 
Chemical  Company,  St.  Louis,  U.S.A.  The  obverse  side  bears 
the  colourful  head  and  shoulders  of  a  young  brunette 
adorned  with  red  poppies  as  earpieces.  Under  it  is  the  title 
"  Sympathy,"  and  in  the  top  left  corner  is  the  advertisement, 
a  facsimile  of  the  embossed  tablet  and  around  it  the  mes- 
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sage,  in  letters  of  a  most  discreet  smallness,  "  Antikamnia 
tablets  for  pain  and  fever,  headaches  and  neuralgias."  The 
reverse  of  the  calendar  is  more  voluble,  and  has  the  curious 
feature  that  bears  the  addresses  of  the  company"s  American. 
British  and  French  offices,  with  the  promise :  "  Duplicates 
of  this  Calendar  Mailed  on  Receipt  of  Ten  Cents,  or  Five 
Pence  in  Postage  Stamps."  Four  testimonials  include  one 
from  The  London  Lancet,  and  there  are  useful  prescriptions 
(for  Antikamnia,  Antikamnia  and  codeine,  and  Antikamnia 
and  quinine  as  the  case  may  be)  for  coughs  and  colds,  neu- 
ralgia, flatulency  or  colic,  insomnia,  la  grippe,  migraine, 
etc.  Unlike  the  advertisements  of  today  in  general  style  and 
in  detailed  claim,  the  advertising  "  copy "  has  one  quite 
contemporary  feature :  its  claim  in  favour  of  Antikamnia 
tablets  is  "  that  their  use  is  not  followed  by  unpleasant 
after-effects." 

★ 

From  time  to  time  the  question  of  employees  participating 
in  the  prosperity  of  the  companies  in  which  they  work  is 
mooted,  usually  by  one  of  the  political  parties  or  sections 
of  a  party.  The  latest  suggestions  on  how  to  tackle  that 
problem  have  come  from  Mr.  George  Darling  (Co-operative 
and  Labour  member  for  the  Hillsborough  division  of  Shef- 
field) who  said  that,  if  partnership  between  management 
and  workers  was  desired,  the  time  had  come  to  amend  the 
Companies  Act  so  that  employees  should  comprise  one- 
third  of  the  board  of  directors  and  every  company  should 
have  to  present  a  report  to  be  questioned  and  discussed  at 


an  employees'  annual  meeting.  Mr.  Darling  suggested  that 
the  revised  Act  should  allow  companies  to  pay  a  fixed 
dividend  (say  5  per  cent.)  on  their  Ordinary  shares,  and 
divide  additional  profits,  after  provision  for  reserves,  in- 
vestment, renewals,  taxes,  and  so  on,  between  workers, 
shareholders  and  customers.  The  workers'  part  could  be 
paid  out  as  a  cash  payment,  or  deferred  to  supplementary 
pensions,  or  be  a  collective  contribution  to  welfare  funds 
or  whatever  the  workers  at  their  annual  meeting  decided. 
The  customers'  return  could  take  the  form  of  price  reduc- 
tions, trade  rebates,  contributions  to  advertising,  improved 
services,  etc.  Such  questions  as  how  the  public  would  be 
persuaded  to  invest  their  capital  for  a  return  of  5  per  cent, 
(less  nearly  50  per  cent,  for  income  tax)  and  whether 
shareholders  whose  capital  in  the  first  place  had  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  very  existence  of  the  company  would 
consent  to  have  their  earnings  slashed  without  recompense 
are  left  unanswered,  unless  they  were  omitted  from  the 
published  report  of  Mr.  Darling's  speech.  Acknowledge- 
ments to  the  staff  in  the  case  of  several  pharmaceutical  and 
chemical  manufacturers  today  happily  go  further  than  the 
usual  paragraph  at  the  end  of  chairman's  report.  By 
bonuses  and  additional  holidays  some  companies  are  mak- 
ing a  real  attempt  to  cultivate  the  employees'  goodwill. 
One  of  the  largest  chemical  manufacturers  provides  its 
employees  with  shares  each  year  and,  by  offering  Prefer- 
ence and  Ordinary  shares  at  a  discount  below  the  market 
price,  encourages  them  to  increase  their  holdings.  It  may 
be  expected  that  schemes  of  that  sort  will  tend  to  become 
more  generally  adopted.

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Impressions  of  Southern  Rhodesia 

LITTLE  WORK  YET  DONE  ON  NATIVE  PLANTS 


HERBERT  A.  BERENS,  B.A.  (Cantab),  F.C.S. 

I HAD  never  been  to  Africa.  The  black  Continent  was  a 
closed  book  to  me.  Before  going  I  read  Gunther's 
"  Inside  Africa  '*  and  had  learned  with  surprise  that 
the  coastline  of  the  Belgian  Congo  had  a  length  of  only 
twenty-five  miles  (round  the  mouth  of  the  Congo  river)  yet 
the  Belgfan  Congo  today  is  the  richest  and  most  progres- 
sive country  in  Africa:  contrasting  strongly  with  the  time 
when  it  belonged  to  King  Leopold  of  the  Belgians  and  was 
responsible  for  some  of  the  most  ghastly  atrocities  of  which 
the  white  man  has  ever  been  found  guilty.  Today  that  is 
all  forgotten,  and  the  natives  in  the  Belgian  Congo  are 
better  treated  than  in  any  other  country  in  Africa. 

In  Southern  Rhodesia  I  expected  to  be  appalled  by  the 
colour  question,  but  was  agreeably  surprised.  The  natives 
are,  on  the  whole,  happy  and  prosperous.  A  multiracial 
university  has  been  opened  near  Salisbury  and  when  the 
principle  is  extended  to  secondary-school  education  the 
position  should  be  greatly  improved. 

Bilharzia — a  Rhodesian  Problem 

One  of  the  greatest  problems  that  face  the  citizens  of 
Rhodesia,  and  perhaps  its  greatest  tragedy,  is  the  incidence 
of  bilharzia.  The  disease  is  said  to  be  prevalent  in  more 
than  50  per  cent,  of  the  indigenous  population  of  Southern 
Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland.  It  is  both  a  social  and  a 
medical  problem.  Except  for  one  or  two  lakes,  bathing 
is  dangerous  in  any  river,  lake  or  pool.  Two  types 
of  parasite  are  responsible  for  the  transmission  of  the 
disease:  Schistosoma  haematobium  and  S.  Mansoni, 
which  both  multiply  rapidly  in  snails  of  the  species  planor- 
bis,  etc.,  and  are  liberated  in  the  form  of  cercariae  (active 
free-swimming  organisms  capable  of  boring  into  the  human 
skin  after  a  period  of  contact  of  only  a  fraction  of  a 
second).  A  full  appreciation  of  the  risk  involved  in  bathing 
in  such  streams  can  be  gained  by  considering  that  one  snail 
is  capable  of  liberating  100.000  cercariae  at  one  time! 

My  elder  son,  Denis,  emigrated  to  Southern  Rhodesia 
at  the  end  of  1956.  and  it  was  to  visit  the  country  where 
he  had  made  his  home  that  my  journey  was  made.  On 
September  3  I  boarded  a  Britannia  aircraft  at  London  Air- 
port at  1.30  p.m..  and  was  due  to  arrive  at  Salisbury,  nearly 
6.000  miles  away,  at  10.50  the  next  morning.  The  plane  was 
held  up  for  five  hours  at  Nairobi,  so  passengers  were  taken 
to  visit  the  National  Game  Reserve.  To  get  there  we  skirted 
Nairobi  city,  and  I  felt  that  I  was  back  in  Bombay  as  the 
names  on  shops  and  houses  were  Indian  names.  The 
Indians  create  one  of  the  greatest  problems  of  East  Africa. 
They  will  not  train  the  natives  in  any  skilled  trade.  There 
are,  I  think,  about  300.000  Asians  in  the  country.  The  Game 
Reserve  was  disappointing.  We  saw  little  apart  from  wilde- 
beeste,  zebra,  and  an  occasional  giraffe. 

Our  journey  resumed,  we  landed  at  Salisbury  at  about 
3  p.m.  in  dry,  clear,  hot  weather.  Salisbury  is  at  an  altitude 
of  about  4,800  ft.,  in  fact  the  table  land  which  runs  from 
Nairobi  right  through  to  Johannesburg  varies  in  altitude 
from  about  4,500  ft.  to  just  over  6,000  ft.  It  takes  six  to 
nine  months  to  acclimatise  oneself  to  plateau  conditions 
as  the  temperature  between  midday  and  midnight  can  vary 
by  as  much  as  30-40°.  a  range  I  had  not  previously  ex- 
perienced. 

Salisbury  itself  is  a  modern  city,  with  wide  streets,  some 
sky-scrapers,  well  displayed  shops,  parking  meters,  etc.  The 
avenues  leading  out  from  the  city  are.  during  September, 
among  the  loveliest  I  have  ever  seen,  as  they  are  all  lined 
with  jacaranda  trees,  whose  wonderful  blue /purple  flowers 
without  leaves  emanate  a  blue  haze  as  one  motors  down 
the  w  ide  highways. 


The  native  police  are  all  smart  in  khaki  drill  and  khaki 
shorts,  and  are  very  efficient.  A  curious  motoring  law  re- 
quires that  though  one  drives  to  the  left,  one  has  to  give 
way  to  traffic  on  the  right — which  is  rather  confusing  and 
obstructive.  On  the  Continent,  where  one  drives  on  the 
right,  one  gives  way  to  traffic  on  the  right,  but  in  Rhodesia 
you  have  to  give  way  to  traffic  coming  from  the  reverse 
side  of  the  road  ! 


Practically  every  British  chemical  manufacturer  of  im- 
portance is  represented  in  Rhodesia  either  by  agents  (in 
Rhodesia  itself)  or  through  their  agents  or  companies  (in 
the  Union).  There  is  little  domestic  chemical  production. 
The  distributive  trade  is  well  organised,  covering  every 
town  and  pharmacy  in  the  Rhodesias.  Distances  are 
enormous.  For  the  most  part  you  drive  on  an  eighteen-inch 
band  of  macadam  on  each  side  of  the  road  centre  and  go 
on  to  the  rough  when  another  car  passes  or  on  going  up  a 
steep  hill.  That  is  known  as  strip  driving.  Even  then  an 
average  of  50-60  m.p.h.  is  easy,  as  the  roads  are  dead 
straight.  The  distance  from  Salisbury  to  Bulawayo  is  some 
300  miles,  and  from  Salisbury  to  Umtali  about  the  same. 

Vast  areas  of  the  country  remain  in  their  natural  state — 
much  of  it  is  savannah :  tall  waving  grass  interspersed 
with  trees,  and  it  is  often  very  monotonous. 

Although  there  must  be  in  the  country  a  lot  of  native 
plants  with  medicinal  properties,  little  work  has  been  done 
on  them.  Neither  at  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  nor  at  the 
University  was  I  able  to  find  that  any  work  of  interest  had 
been  done.  There  is  no  research  organisation  such  as  the 
Commonwealth  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  Organisa- 
tion in  Australia,  and  a  great  amount  of  work  remains  to  be 
organised. 

An  Unforgettable  Experience 

Soon  after  I  arrived  we  went  on  a  ten-day  trip  of  2.000 
miles  to  see  what  Southern  Rhodesia  had  to  offer.  The  first 
night  we  stayed  in  the  Matopos  Hills — a  mysterious,  un- 
tamed, lifeless  area  where  Cecil  Rhodes  wished  to  be 
buried,  and  where,  in  fact,  he  lies.  From  there  we  went  to 
the  Wankie  Game  Reserve,  an  area  of  5.000  sq.  miles 
in  which  all  the  wild  animals  of  Rhodesia  roam  at  will. 
The  first  information  that  one  is  approaching  the  reserve 
is  a  notice  ''beware  of  elephants.''  and  later 
a  notice  with  a  skull  and  cross-bones  ''don't  get 

OUT    OF    YOUR   CAR.    ITS    DANGEROUS.''    And  SO 

it  is.  We  came  within  a  few  feet  of  lions,  elephants,  giraffe, 
antelope,  warthog.  cheetahs,  panthers,  but,  except  for  the 
antelope,  none  of  them  took  the  slightest  notice  of  us.  An 
unforgettable  experience  it  truly  was  seeing  animals  in  their 
natural  habitat  unaware  of  the  closeness  of  humans. 
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From  there  we  went  to  the  Victoria  Falls,  the  most 
amazing  spectacle  I  have  ever  viewed.  Above  the  Falls  the 
Zambesi  river  is  1,860  yd.  wide  and  rushes  over  into  a 
gorge  304  ft.  below.  The  gorge  itself  is  about  50  ft.  wide. 
All  the  water  is  forced  into  a  central  gorge  about  30  ft. 
wide,  through  which  it  continues  for  six  miles  or  so.  The 
spray,  through  which  rainbows  are  often  visible,  rises  above 
the  Falls  and  soaks  everything  near.  Just  after  we  were 
there  two  people  slipped  and  fell  in,  and  there  was  no  hope 
of  saving  them.  The  slopes  are  saturated,  and  there  are 
no  guards,  so  the  unwary  can  easily  lose  their  footing. 
Round  about  the  parking  place  above  the  Falls  baboons 
and  monkeys  play  and  chatter,  and  if  a  car  window  is  left 
open  they  will  take  everything  within  reach.  The  Falls  are 
just  below  the  little  town  of  Livingstone,  named  after  their 
discoverer. 

From  there  we  traversed  some  500  miles  through  Bula- 
wayo  to  the  Zimbabwe  ruins  just  beyond  Fort  Victoria 
(Victoria  is  a  name  too  often  used  in  British  Central  Africa 
— Victoria  Falls  in  the  West,  Fort  Victoria  in  the  East,  and 
Lake  Victoria  in  the  northern  border  of  Tanganyika).  No 
one  knows  the  age  of  the  Zimbabwe  ruins.  The  circular 
wall  is  830  ft.  in  circumference,  its  thickness  16  ft.  at  the 
base.  It  rises  to  about  30  ft.  high  and  is  9  ft.  wide  at  the 


top.  The  wall  is  in  perfect  symmetry,  yet  there  is  no  cement 
or  mortar.  The  circular  wall  alone  is  estimated  to  contain 
some  225,000  tons  of  granite.  The  acropolis,  which  rises 
above  the  other  side  of  the  hill,  is  one  of  the  most  perfect 
natural  fortresses  imaginable,  and  the  use  of  natural 
boulders  could  not  have  been  better.  Unfortunately,  when 
Rhodes  made  Star  Jameson  Governor  of  the  Rhodesias  he 
allowed  "  The  Ancient  Ruins  Company  "  to  take  all  gold 
and  ornaments  from  these  ruins  and  others,  making  it  now 
much  more  difficult  to  estimate  with  any  accuracy  the  age 
of  the  ruins. 

Salisbury  is  developing  extremely  rapidly.  The  price  of 
building  land  is  soaring,  £2,000  per  acre  being  an  average 
price  for  land  outside  the  city.  Within  the  urban  area  a 
plot  bought  five  years  ago  for  £40,000  recently  exchanged 
hands  at  £150,000.  A  tax  on  unimproved  land  values  would 
soon  curb  such  dangerous  land  speculation.  British  Central 
Africa  is  a  country  with  a  great  future.  If  any  young  person 
were  to  ask  me  whether  he  should  go  to  Canada,  Australia 
or  Rhodesia,  I  should  have  little  hesitation  in  advising 
Rhodesia.  It  is  a  land  of  the  future,  free  from  the  stresses 
that  shake  Europe,  Asia  and  America,  a  land  where  young 
people  with  initiative  can  lead  a  free  and  happy  life.  It  is  a 
land  with  a  wonderful  climate  and  a  great  future.

While  not  concerned  directly  with  the  cosmetic  house  that 
continues  to  bear  the  name  Harriet  Hubbard  Ayer  (though 
her  descendants  have  now  no  connection  with  it)  the  bio- 
graphy of  the  founder  throws  light  on  the  conditions  pre- 
vailing at  the  time.  Harriet  Hubbard  Ayer,  reduced  to 
poverty  when  her  marriage  failed,  was  forced  to  work  for 
a  living  in  New  York.  With  a  great  deal  of  business 
acumen  acquired  from  her  father-in-law,  she  built  up  her 
cosmetic  business  rapidly.  Unjustly  committed  to  an 
asylum,  she  only  secured  her  release  more  than  a  year 
later.  She  agitated  for  the  revision  of  lunacy  laws  in  the 
United  States,  later  becoming  a  leading  newspaper  woman. 
The  cosmetic  business  she  lost  at  the  time  of  her  detention. 

Aluminium  in  Packaging

The  booklet  deals  only  with  expendable  aluminium  con- 
tainers, packages  and  similar  products  made  from  thin- 
gauge  materials.  Illustrated  in  full  colour,  it  is  aimed  prin- 
cipally at  designers  and  industrial  users.  Following  a  brief 
account  of  the  place  that  aluminium  has  acquired  in  the 
packaging  field,  the  types  of  containers  and  packages  are 
described  in  the  main  section  of  the  book,  followed  by  an 
outline  of  the  composition  and  properties  of  aluminium 
packaging  materials,  in  which  brief  notes  are  made  con- 
cerning its  non-toxicity,  ease  of  forming,  resistance  to 
corrosion,  strength  and  light  weight.  An  appendix  summar- 
ises the  information  given  in  tables  of  data. 

Inorganic  Syntheses 

T.  MOELLER.  McGraw-Hill  Publishing  Co..  Ltd.,  95  Far- 
ringdon  Street,  London.

Pp.  xiv  +  265. 

The  volume  continues  the  series  of  organic  syntheses  pre- 
sented in  its  four  predecessors.  The  material  presented  is 


offered  as  an  aid  in  solving  specific  problems  and  in  stimu- 
lating interest  in  other  similar  problems.  The  text  is 
arranged  by  chapters  on  the  basis  of  the  periodic  classifi- 
cation of  elements.  Substances  dealt  with  in  the  present 
volume  occupy  VIII  chapters  with  numerous  subsections, 
with  indexes  of  contributors,  subjects  and  formulae. 

Life  On  One  Leg 

TOM  SCOTT  Sutherland.  Christopher  Johnson  Publishers. 
Ltd.,  10  Stanhope  Mews.  London,  S.W.7.  8|  x  51  in.  Pp. 
224.  16s. 

This  second  book  by  the  managing  director  of  Moore  Medi- 
cinal Products,  Ltd.,  Aberdeen  (the  first.  "  Fat  Went  West," 
was  published  in  1956),  tells  of  the  author's  reaction  to  a 
disability  that  resulted  from  an  accident  in  early  childhood. 
Amputation  of  the  leg  was  at  a  point  too  close  to  the  hip 
to  permit  an  artificial  limb  to  be  applied,  and  it  was  neces- 
sary to  become  expert  with  crutch  and  stick.  That  he  did 
to  such  good  purpose  that  he  achieved  not  only  the  business 
success  that  is  well  known  to  chemists  familiar  with  the  com- 
pany's products,  but  also — unexpectedly — "  a  physical 
prowess  in  many  fields  of  endeavour."  The  book  ranges 
entertainingly  from  his  childhood  associations  with  both 
Aberdeen  and  Tyneside  to  his  world  travels  and  philan- 
thropic activities  such  as  the  endowment  of  a  school  of 
architecture  at  Aberdeen. 

Any  Business  Questions? 

For  eight  months  of  the  past  financial  year  of  this 
business  (of  which  I  am  managing  director)  I  ran  a 
motor-car,  which  I  used  largely  in  the  course  of  work. 
Personal  circumstances  compelled  me  to  give  up  driv- 
ing, and  the  company  suffered  a  loss  on  the  sale  of  the 
car.  Can  the  company  still  claim  depreciation  and  other 
such  allowances,  despite  the  non-replacement  of  the 
car  ? 

The  company  may  claim  wear-and-tear  allowances,  run- 
ning and  maintenance  costs  and  also  the  loss  on  sale  of  the 
car.  The  necessity  for  replacement  of  the  vehicle  does  not 
arise  now  in  respect  of  obsolescence  (that  is  loss  on  sale 
of  an  asset).  To  the  extent  that  the  car  is  used  for  private 
reasons  or  for  purposes  of  personal  pleasure,  a  proportion 
is  charged  to  you  inclusive  of  wear-and-tear  allowances 
and  loss  on  sale  of  the  asset  belonging  to  the  company. 
In  short,  the  private  or  personal  element  is  in  the  nature 
of  an  emolument  from  the  employment  in  the  company 
and  as  such  is  assessable  under  schedule  E.  Usually  the  tax 
charged  on  the  use  of  the  car  is  adjusted  in  the  coding  in 
the  following  tax  year. 
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THE  phrase  "  on  the  panel  "  was  once  confined  almost 
exclusively  to  chemists'  shops  and  surgeries.  It  was 
apt  to  be  bandied  about  like  a  password  on  the 
occasions  when  an  elderly  Mist.  Expect.,  of  some  fifty  8-oz. 
bottles'  standing,  would  be  regaling  an  embittered  chronic 
Mist.  Kaolin,  with  the  sad  story  of  the  neglect  which  he 
had  suffered  at  the  hands  of  the  doctors  over  the  years, 
with  Mist.  Kaolin,  returning  the  compliment  by  describing 
in  detail  her  five  operations  and  finishing  with  a  trium- 
phant "  and  the  doctor  told  me  '  Of 
course  you  didn't  ought  to  be  alive 
really ' " — adding,  in  case  the 
flicker  of  an  eyebrow  of  an  obvi- 
ously unconvinced  Garg.  Pot.  Chlor. 
denoted  disbelief,  that  she  had 
quoted  the  doctor  verbatim — "  them 
was  'is  hactual  words."  In  addition 
to  Garg.  Pot.  Chlor.  the  audience 
would  consist  of  ourselves  dispens- 
ing behind  the  scenes  on  rota,  a 
taciturn  Pigt.  Iodi  Co.,  a  youthful 
Mist.  Gent.  Alk.  obviously  new  to 
the  game,  and  so  scared  by  these 
revelations  that  she  wished  she  had 
never  gone  "  on  the  panel,"  and  a 
couple  of  Tab.  Codein.  Co.'s  feel- 
ing uncomfortably  like  malingerers 
in  the  face  of  so  much  suffering. 
Similar  conversations  occur  nowa- 
days, but  with  one  or  two  small 
differences.  Mist.  Expect.,  still  com- 
plaining of  maltreatment,  is  a  pro- 
prietary linctus.  Mist.  Kaolin,  is  an 
expensive  course  of  foreign  tablets, 
and  the  erstwhile  Mist.  Gent.  Alk.  a 
bewildered  three-item  combination  of  antihistamine,  hypno- 
tic and  tranquilliser.  The  main  difference,  however,  is  the 
absence  of  the  expression  "  on  the  panel."  That  is  because 
the  wireless  and  television  programme  planners  have,  with 
an  unashamed  plagiarism,  not  only  taken  it  over  complete 
but  also  popularised  it  to  mean  something  entirely  differ- 
ent. For  some  months  the  faithful,  gathered  together  wait- 
ing for  their  medicine,  experimented  with  the  substitution 
of  "  on  the  scheme  "  or  "  on  the  'ealth,"  but  those  phrases 
never  had  quite  the  same  ring  about  them  and  were 
gradually  dropped.  The  terse  "  sick "  as  used  by  the 
armed  forces,  and  the  official  "  in  receipt  of  sick  benefit." 
were  never  really  considered  suitable,  and  so  it  still  remains 
for  some  word-maker  to  replace  the  truant  "  on  the  panel." 

Those  reflections  occupied  me  as  I  watched  a  "  panel 
game  "  on  the  television  one  night.  Everyone  knows,  of 
course,  that  nowadays  to  be  "  on  the  panel  "  means  to  be 
one  of  a  body  of  people  whose  function  it  is  to  ask  or  to 
answer  questions  under  the  chairmanship  of  a  quizmaster 
for  the  entertainment  and  education  of  the  public.  The 
men  are  mostly  chosen  for  their  popular  appeal  as  come- 
dians, so  that  the  studio  audience  can  shriek  ecstatically

when  required,  or  for  their  natural  charm,  and  sometimes 
even  for  a  certain  brusqueness  in  their  manner,  the  last- 
named  type  being  included  because  one  of  the  things  a 
Briton  finds  most  amusing  is  to  watch  A  being  rude  to  B. 
so  long  as  he  himself,  C,  is  in  no  way  involved.  The 
women  members  of  the  panel  are  chosen  largely  for  their 
pretty  faces  (with  or  without  monstrous  ear-rings  pendant), 
attractive  figures  and  musical  voices — qualifications  of 
which  I.  in  common  with  others,  heartily  approve.  Some- 
times, with  typical  B.B.C.  (or  I.T.A.)  thoroughness,  the 
contestants  are  chosen  for  their  knowledge  of  the  subject 
concerned,  and  it  was  a  quiz  involving  such  participants 
that  was  riveting  my  interest  on  that  particular  evening. 
It  was  called  "  Who  said  That?  "  and  the  panel  had  to 
place  quotations  from  literature. 

Now,  we  have  a  theory  that,  if  most  readers  were  to 
tell  the  absolute  truth  about  themselves — not  permanently, 
of  course,  but  just  on  this  particular  point — they  would 
admit  that  they  have  imagined  themselves,  at  one  time  or 
another,  leading  the  antarctic  expedition,  scaling  Everest, 
writing  the  play  of  the  year,  producing  a  cure  for  a 
hitherto  incurable  disease,  buying  exactly  what  they  want 
to  sell  during  the  Christmas  period — no  more  and  no  less 
— or  performing  some  similar  prodigious  feat,  according 
to  their  interests.  Assuming  my  theory  is  correct,  I  hope 
I  shall  not  sound  too  presumptious  if  I  say  that,  watching 
the  programme,  I  felt  sure  that,  if  asked.  I  could  knock 
the  other  contestants  into  a  cocked  hat  in  the  matter  of  the 
quotations.  The  following  day.  in  the  course  of  cleaning  a

spatula  with  a  torn  piece  of  newsprint.  I  decided  to  try  my 
hand.  The  first  setback  arose  from  the  fact  that  the  scrap 
of  paper  had  come 
from  a  reputable 
pharmaceu- 
tical  publication  in 
which  often  the 
author's  name  did 
not  appear,  or  if  it 
did  his  name,  eru- 
dite fellow  as  he 
no  doubt  might 
be,  would  rarely 
spring  to  the  mind 
as  readily  as  that, 
say,  of  Dickens  or 
Shakespeare.  I  de- 
cided to  cheat — 
just  for  practice 
sake  —  and  alter 
the  title  of  the 
game  to  "  Under 
What  Circum- 
stance Was  That 
Said?  " 

Three  phrases 
caught  my  eye.  They  were — 

"  It   is   difficult   to   obtain    offers  from 
China  ..." 

"...  Ceylon  is  still  unobtainable." 
and  "...  as  the  dry  season  approaches  in 
South  Africa  it  seems  likely  that  the  down- 
ward curve  will  flatten  out." 

Those  I  placed,  as  I  thought,  unerringly. 
The  first  was  clearly  from  a  report  of  the 
United  Nations  Organisation,  the  second  a 
criticism  of  the  international  telephone  system,  and  the 
third  a  geological  prophecy  that  the  Table  Mountain  would 
be  at  sea  level  in  a  million  years'  time.  About  to  pass  on 
to  something  more  difficult,  I  was  suddenly  brought  up 
with  the  thought  that  it  is  a  bit  odd  that  I  had  not  re- 
membered reading  such  articles  in  my  trade  paper,  and  in 
any  case,  that  the  particular  journal  I  was  handling  was 
usually  so  busily  taken  up  with  professional  matters  that 
articles  on  politics,  communications  systems,  and  geology, 
however  absorbing,  would  be  rare  to  say  the  least  of  it. 
Accordingly  I  searched  for  the  missing  parts.  On  finding 
them  I  took  an  unpleasant  jolt  in  my  pride.  I  was  hope- 
lessly out — and  had  imagined  myself  capable  of  being  on 
a  panel !  On  that  record  I  should  be  hard  put  to  it  to 
place  the  second  line  of  the  National  Anthem.  The 
passages  referred,  of  course,  to  the  Trade  Report — to  be 
exact  to  the  availability  of  menthol,  the  shortness  of 
supply  of  papain,  and  the  dearth  of  Cape  aloes.  Com- 
pletely humbled,  and  vowing  never  again  to  think  of  myself 
as  anything  but  a  small-time  pharmacist.  I  realised  that, 
through  years  of  reading  the  paper  from  which  the  cutting 
came,  I  had  never  even  stopped  to  look  at  these  fascinat-

ing  reports  of  commodity  prices.  I  had.  at  odd  times,  idly 
glanced  at  the  list  of  prices  quoted,  but  had  never  dwelt  on 
them  for  long,  partly  because  I  just  cannot 
visualise  a  ton  of  aspirin,  or  even  a  cwt.  of 
Anise;  partly  because  the  phrase  "  on  the 
spot "  seems  to  me  much  too  transatlantic, 
and  quite  meaningless  in  the  context,  and 
whatever  words  I  might  mentally  suggest  for 
the  ubiquitous  initials  c.i.f.  do  not  make 
sense;  and  partly  because  it  is  a  painful  re- 
minder of  forgotten  "  mat.  med."  studies  long 
concluded. 

I  have  already  exposed  my  fancies  and  my 
ignorance  in  this  article,  so  cannot  make 
matters  worse  by  stating  that,  interesting  as 
it  may  be  that  Panamanian,  Matto  Grosso  and  Costa 
Rican  ipecacuanha  are,  at  a  particular  time.  55s.,  60s., 
and  68s.  per  lb.  respectively,  the  information  is  only  of 
use  to  those  who  know  the  difference  between  them.  My 
greatest  shame,  however,  was  that  I  had  always  overlooked 
the  colourful — almost  poetic — preamble  to  the  list  of  prices 
from  which  the  broken  phrases  were  taken.  Perhaps  old 

Expect, 
would  not  have 
cottoned  on,  but 
I  am  quite  sure 
that  the  unassum- 
ing Pigt.  Iodi  Co.. 
the  astute  Garg.

rota  hour,  would 
have  said  immedi- 
ately "  Ah,  yes,  of 
course.  They  are 
extracts  from  the 
Trade  Report "  — 
without  any  of 
them  having  seen 
a  professional  jour- 
nal! 

I     have  since 
mended  my  ways 

and  made  a  point  of  reading  the  brief  description  of  the 
state  of  the  market.  If  I  ever  thought  about  them  at  all, 
I  imagined  men  who  deal  in  bulk  drugs  as  waving  their 
fingers  or  nodding  their  heads,  in  a  bored  fashion  some- 
where in  the  area  of  Mincing  Lane,  and  so  becoming  the 
possessor  of  ridiculously  large  amounts  of  orris  root.  That 
is  not  the  case.  "  Mexican  Jalap,"  says  the  report,  "  was 
offered  after  an  absence  of  six  weeks."  I  can  picture  the 
brokers  running  round,  slapping  each  other  on  the  back 
and  whispering  with  feverish  excitement :  "  Have  you 
heard?  Jalap's  back!  " 

"  African  ginger  "  the  report  continues,  "  is  weak."  I  hear 
echoes  of  tiptoeing  footsteps  passing  the 
ginger  bins,  and  catch  sympathetic  glances 
and  reproachful  "  sh"s  as  someone,  not 
having  heard  the  news,  is  loudly  congratu- 
lating Fennel  on  its  firmness  or  paging 
Quassia  chips  through  the  loudspeaker 
(apparently  it  is  "  difficult  to  find  ").  "  Little 
interest  is  being  shown  in  essential  oils " 
says  the  writer,  "  and  the  market  for  Crude 
Drugs  is  largely  devoid  of  activity."  From 
this  I  gain  a  vivid  picture  of  two  dealers  sit- 
ting amongst  some  tired-looking  crude  drugs 
wm  m  a  sort  0f  motionless  moonscape  of  barrels 
and  empty  carboys,  and  perhaps  discussing  a 
third  dealer.  "  Can't  think  what's  come  over 
George,  lately,"  one  might  say,  "  the  man  is 
a  perfect  bore — all  he  talks  about  is  essen-

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tial  oils."  I  like  the  optimism  of  the  expression  "  the  for- 
ward position  is  brighter,"  but  the  greatest  joy  is  the  home- 
liness of  the  word  "  parcel."  Not  consignment,  not  batches, 
but  parcels !  The  word  goes  round :  "  A  parcel  of  Styrax 
is  expected "  and  one  can  imagine  the  "  what-is-Santa- 
Claus-going-to-bring-me?  "  atmosphere  that  it  creates.  I 
see  the  broker  with  his  brood  on  a  Christmas  morning.  His 
youngest  child  races  excitedly  as  he  hears  the  postman's 
knock.  "  O  look!  A  present  for  Alice  from  her  boy  friend; 


a  clockwork  Sputnik  for  Willy;  the  usual  collection  of 
detergent  coupons  for  Mum;  and — goody,  goody — a  parcel 
of  Styrax  for  dad!  " 

It  is  a  pity  that  the  writers  of  trade  reports  are  always 
anonymous,  so  that  their  gems  of  poetic  prose  are  never 
included  in  a  "  Who  Said  That?  "  programme,  but  having 
this  knack  of  beautifying  the  prosaic,  they  can  always  sug- 
gest a  suitable  alternative  to  "  On  the  Panel  "  for  my  old 
friends  Mist.  Expect,  and  Mist.  Kaolin.

WE  have  just  had  our  annual  dinner,  and  it  was  a 
great  success.

(It  just  jolly  well 
shows  how  much  we  have  made  him  feel  at  home.)  He 
rises  and  addresses  himself  to  the  business  of  the  evening. 
Our  Society,  he  has  discovered,  was  founded  in  1841,  and 
so  has  been  in  existence  for — ah — one  hundred  and — ah 
— for,  at  any  rate,  well  over  a  hundred  years.  (Very  neat, 
that.)  It  appears  that  we  found  the  necessary  inspiration  in 
a  place  called  the  Crown  and  Anchor  Tavern.  He  won- 
dered if  dear  old  George  had  been  landlord  there 
(laughter).  Our  Society  had  been  formed,  he  understood, 
for  the  protection  of  the  chemist  and  druggist  (loud  and 
solo  applause  from  a  young  gentleman  at  the  end  of  one 
of  the  spurs,  who,  from  his  notebook  and  pencil,  appears 
to  have  a  connection  with  the  Press).  The  fact  that  he  has 
just  written  "  the  protection  of  the  CHEMIST  &  DRUG- 
GIST," suggests  that  he  may  be  under  a  misapprehension 
as  to  the  founders'  object.  The  Official  Spokesman  looks 
a  trifle  vague,  not  being  too  sure  of  the  position  of  chem- 


ists and  druggists  today.  He  makes  a  neat  note  with  a  neat 
silver  pencil.  "  I  well  remember,"  goes  on  the  M.O.H. , 
"  my  connection  with  pharmacy.  I  spent  three  weeks  as  a 
student  learning  to  make  pills  (laughter).  They  were  large 
pills  (renewed  laughter).  In  fact,  they  were  as  big  as  golf 
balls  (uproar).  He  never  could  remember  the  difference 
between  rhatany  and  krameria.  He  confused  them  as  a 
student — he  had  confused  them  ever  since  (uneasy  laughter : 
is  the  urbane  M.O.H.  still  being  funny?  Or  is  he  showing 
off?).  He  had  much  pleasure,  etc. 

The  Official  Spokesman  began  by  saying  that,  in  the 
course  of  his  duties  as  an  official  spokesman,  he  had  many 
opportunities — very  many  opportunities  indeed,  as  they 
would  understand — of  listening  to  the  principal  toast,  but 
never,  he  ventured  to  assert,  in  the  course  of  many  jour- 
neys to  many  places,  had  he  listened  with  such  sincere 
pleasure,  such — ah — pride  at  standing  there  as  their  chosen 
representative — ah — it  would  be  something  to  look  back 
upon,  since  never,  in  a  long  career  had  he  heard  such  senti- 
ments so  nobly  expressed  as  in  fact  they  had — they  would, 
he  felt  sure,  all  agree — (warm  and  prolonged  applause, 
bringing  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion  a  sentence  which — 
which — anyway,  a  conclusion).  The  speaker  had  made  no 
reference  to  benevolence.  He  would  tell  them  about  the 
Benevolent  Fund.  [Since  the  purpose  of  the  dinner  was  to 
raise  money  for  that  fund,  he  was  now  at  the  core  of  the 
whole  evening.] 

Replying  to  the  toast  of  the  guests  was  a  former  local 
G.P.  whose  retirement,  truth  to  tell,  brought  considerable 
relief  to  his  hosts,  for  he  had  been  practically  illegible  for 
the  past  thirty  years.  Now,  at  the  age  of  seventy-nine,  he 
is  taking  his  ease,  and  we  feel  we  can  honour  him  without 
coming  to  blows.  In  expressing  thanks  on  behalf  of  his 
fellow-guests  and  himself,  he  would  like  to  tell  us  that  he. 
also,  as  a  student,  made  pills  (loud  laughter).  But  his  had 
been  bigger  than  golf  balls.  They  were  as  big  as  apples  (re- 
newed laughter)  and  about  the  same  shape  (hilarious 
laughter).  But  despite  his  own  non-success  as  a  pill-maker, 
he  had  great  faith  in  pills.  That  was  why  he  had  con- 
stantly prescribed  them.  [This  was  staggering  news  to  his 
hearers.  Could  it  be  that  what  had  been  dispensed  as  Black 
Draught  all  those  years  had  really  been  Blaud  Pills?  Ah. 
well!  Too  late  now!]

Consisting 
of  letters  and  numbers,  gold-embossed 
on  individual  plastic  shapes,  they  inter- 
lock (like  a  jigsaw  puzzle)  to  form  com- 
plete words,  phrases  or  prices.  The 
shapes  stand  up  on  their  own,  but  a 
special  attachment  is  provided  which 
allows  them  to  be  supported  by  a  pin. 
Shapes  can  also  be  inserted  into  Movi- 
tex  notice  boards  and  display  panels 
which  have  perforated  plastic  faces. 
When  used  on  a  notice  board,  Link-Up 
symbols  have  the  advantage  that  they 
can  be  attached  or  removed  in  one 
piece,  instead  of  letter  by  letter.  There 
are  two  types,  senior  and  junior.  The 
former  have  larger  symbols. 

Surface  Coverings. — A  new  counter- 
surfacing  material,  Marleybord,  has 
been  developed  by  Marley  Floorings, 
Ltd.,  Sevenoaks,  Kent.  A  rigid,  decora- 
tive material,  Marleybord  is  a  mela- 
mine-surfaced,  balanced  hardboard. 
The  melamine  is  in  five  colours  (red. 
green,  grey,  blue  and  buff)  and  an 
attractive  pattern.  A  coating  of  mela- 
mine on  the  under-side  of  the  board 
prevents  warping  or  twisting  out  of 
shape  through  atmospheric  changes. 
The  hardboard  is  oil-treated.  Marley- 
bord may  be  cut,  drilled  or  screwed 
like  ordinary  timber,  or  fixed  with 
adhesive,  and  is  claimed  to  be  long 
wearing,  hygienic,  and  easy  to  keep 
clean.  Messrs.  Marley  Floorings  have 
also  recently  introduced  Marleydecor, 
a  flexible  plastic,  with  a  pattern  under 
a  tough  vinyl  film.  The  material  is 
"  extra  resistant  "  to  stains  and  damage 
and  easily  kept  clean.  "  Because  of  its 
toughness  it  cannot  be  heat-welded  to 
form  the  continuous  joints  so  charac- 
teristic of  Marleyfilm,"  says  the  manu- 
facturers, "  though  neat  joints  can  be 
made  with  accurate  cutting."  It  is  in 
five  unobtrusive  colours — red,  green, 
blue,  grey  and  beige — and  in  a  similar 
attractive  pattern  to  that  of  the  Marley- 
bord. 

Insecticidal  Lacquer.  —  Sorex  (Lon- 
don), Ltd.,  105  Tonbridge  Road, 
Maidstone,  Kent,  state  that  they  are 
no  longer  marketing  Ripolac  insecti- 
cidal lacquer.  They  have  developed  an 
improved  form  of  lacquer,  Insecta-lac, 
which  is  similar  to  the  old  lacquer,  but 
in  addition  has  flame-retarding  proper- 
ties. It  has  the  same  long  life,  having 
been  tested  for  effectiveness  for  up  to 
two  years.  Insecta-lac,  containing  diel- 
drin,  is  a  contact  insecticide  in  the 
form  of  a  clear  lacquer  to  be  applied 
to  areas  where  insects  are  known  to 
cluster  and  around  cracks  and  crevices 
from  which  they  emerge  at  night. 
When  insects  walk  on  the  dry  lacquer 
or  when  it  is  stimulated  by  washing  or 
rubbing,  a  surface  bloom  of  micro- 
scopic crystals  of  the  dieldrin  insecti- 
cide is  developed.  Once  the  bloom  has 
developed  to  maximum  (approximately 


10  mgms.  per  square  foot)  the  migra- 
tion of  dieldrin  to  the  surface  ceases, 
but  when  crystals  are  removed  by 
insects  or  by  washing  sufficient  stimu- 
lation is  given  to  the  lacquer  to  ensure 
that  the  bloom  is  regenerated  from  the 
balance  of  insecticide  safely  held  within 
the  lacquer  film.  It  may  be  applied  to 
any  surface  that  would  normally  be 
painted  or  varnished. 

"  Colour  Writing "  Sign.  —  A  new 

style  of  illuminated  and  colourful 
sales-appeal,  "  write-in-colour-light  dis- 
play unit,"  has  been  introduced  by 
Public-Ray  Signs,  Ltd.,  26  Hythe  Road, 
London,  N.W.10.  It  is  claimed  that  "it 
may  be  the  answer  to  the  chemists' 
problem  of  giving  prominence  to  sales 
messages  capable  of  competing  with 
neon  or  changing  colour  lights  and 
other  forms  of  electric  display  unsuit- 
able because  of  the  need  for  frequent 
change."  Messages  may  be  wiped  off 
when  necessary  and  the  next  message 
simply  written  on.  When  the  sign  is 
switched  on  the  writing  is  brightly  lit 
in  the  colours  chosen.  That  effect  is 
achieved  because  of  the  specially- 
treated,  dark  optical  glass  which,  in  a 
chromium  frame,  forms  the  face  of  the 
unit.  A  box  at  the  base  conceals  a 
fluorescent  tube,  although  the  glass  re- 
mains dark  when  it  is  switched  on  .  .  . 
until  it  is  written  or  drawn  upon.  The 
advertisement,  message  or  slogan,  is 
written  with  coloured  wax  crayons  and 
the  light  comes  through  in  the  colours 
of  the  selected  crayons.  Permanent 
markings  may  be  put  on  the  back  of 
the  glass  so  that  they  are  not  affected 
by  wiping  off  the  changing  sales-mes- 
sages on  the  front.  The  display  unit 
may,  for  special  requirements,  be  made 
in  any  size,  but  a  standard  size,  19j  x 
15j  in.  has  been  marketed. 

"  Model "  Pharmacy.  —  A  chemists' 
shop  designed  by  Mr.  Misha  Black  is 
featured  in  showrooms  opened  recently 
by  John  Wilkins  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  110 
Great  Portland  Street,  London,  W.l. 
Messrs.  Wilkins  are  manufacturers  of 
the  Wilpower  system  of  merchandise 
display  equipment.  They  are  prepared 
to  advise  customers  on  shopfitting 
problems,  but  stress  that  they  are  not 
shopfitters — the  customer  needs  to  do 
the  work  himself  or  call  in  a  shopfitter. 
The  model  shop  is  designed  to  show 
what  may  be  achieved  in  a  restricted 
space  with  a  variety  of  adaptable  unit 
fittings.  The  shop  incorporates  storage 
cupboards  at  waist  level  along  two  walls, 
which  are  fixed  by  Wilpower  wall 
strips  and  brackets.  Above  those  cup- 
boards are  display-fitted  open  "  cup- 
boards "  for  spotlight  displays  particu- 
larly of  cosmetic  products.  Between 
the  two  rows  of  cupboards  are  glass 
shelves  carried  on  Wilflower  brackets. 
On  the  third  wall  is  metal  shelving  held 
on  floor-to-ceiling  Powerpoles — spaced 
away  from  the  wall.  That  shelving  is 
for  the  bulkier  goods  and  would  be  of 
particular  use  in  the  dispensary.  The 
shelves  carried  on  Wilpower  brackets, 
able  for  height.  On  the  remaining  wall 
is  a  6-ft.  long  "  floating  "  counter  sup- 
ported on  brackets  attached  to  wall 
stripping.  Messrs.  Wilkins  claim  that  the 
design  of  the  shop  is  as  near  self- 
service  as  a  chemist's  can  be. 
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PHARMACY'S  CONTRIBUTION  TO  CHEMISTRY 

Chief  pharmacist  ex-student  addresses  Sunderland  prize-winners 


A  FORMER  student  of  the  pharmacy 
department,  Sunderland  Technical  Col- 
lege, returned  to  the  department  as 
principal  guest  to  present  the  prizes  at 
the  annual  prize  distribution  on  Nov- 
ember 13.  The  ex-student — Mr.  T.  D. 
Whittet  (chief  pharmacist.  University 
College  Hospital,  London),  who  quali- 
fied from  the  College  in  1938 — stimu- 
lated the  interest  of  present-day  stu- 
dents with  an  address  on  "  Some  Con- 
tributions of  Pharmacy  to  Chemistry 
and  Medicine." 

Pioneer  Work  by  Pharmacists 

After  outlining  the  early  history  of 
pharmacy,  Mr.  Whittet  said  that  the 
modern  concepts  of  classification  of  the 
elements  and  the  periodic  system  owed 
much  to  the  pioneer  work  of  several 
pharmacists,  including  the  French 
apothecary  Etienne  Francois  Geoffroy. 
His  colleague,  F.  G.  Rouelle,  was  the 
first  to  define  a  salt  as  the  union  of 
an  acid  with  a  base.  A  third  French 
pharmacist,  J.  L.  Proust,  showed  by 
experiment  that  elements  combined 
with  each  other  in  definite  and  constant 
proportions.  The  grouping  of  analogous 
elements  as  triads  by  the  German  phar- 
macist, J.  W.  Doebereiner,  represented 
an  important  step  on  the  way  leading  to 
the  periodic  table  of  the  elements.  Doe- 
bereiner also  described  the  process  of 
catalysis. 

Pharmacists  also  took  an  important 
part  in  the  discovery  of  elements.  M.  H. 
Klaproth  was  the  first  to  identify  ura- 
nium, zirconium  and  cerium  and  veri- 
fied the  elementary  character  of  tellu- 
rium and  titanium.  An  American 
pharmacist,  H.  A.  B.  Dunning,  of  the 
firm  of  Hynson,  Westcott  and  Dun- 
ning, planned  and  financed  the  special 
department  of  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity which  studied  the  radioactivity  of 
uranium  and  played  an  important  part 
in  the  development  of  the  atomic  bomb. 
The  French  pharmacist,  L.  N.  Vauque- 
lin,  discovered  chromium  and  beryllium 
and  the  Russian  pharmacist,  C.  Claus, 
isolated  ruthenium. 

All  the  halogen  elements  were  dis- 
covered by  pharmacists.  Chlorine  was 
isolated  in  1774  by  C.  W.  Scheele, 
iodine  by  B.  Courtois  in  1811  and  bro- 
mine by  A.  J.  Balard  in  1827.  In  the 
discovery  of  fluorine,  important  pre- 
paratory work  was  done  in  the  late 
eighteenth  century  by  the  pharmacists 
A.  S.  Marggraf,  J.  C.  F.  Meyer  and 
Schelle,  the  latter  revealing  in  1771  the 
real  nature  of  hydrofluoric  acid.  The 
discoverer  of  fluorine  was  the  phar- 
macist Henry  Moissan  who  was  also 
the  first  person  to  prepare  artificial 
diamonds. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  pharmacist  of  all 
time,  as  well  as  one  of  the  greatest 
chemists,  was  Carl  Wilhelm  Scheele,  a 
Swedish  apothecary.  He  remained  a 
practising  pharmacist  all  his  life  and 
made  all  his  discoveries  in  the  phar- 
macies in  which  he  worked.  He  is 
credited  with  the  discovery  of  more 
elements  and  compounds  than  any  other 
chemist. 

The  French  pharmacist,  N.  Le  Febre, 


about  1650  introduced  the  use  of  the 
thermometer  into  chemistry.  About  250 
years  later  the  German  pharmacist. 
Ernst  Beckmann  created  the  Beckmann 
thermometer  and  other  pieces  of  appar- 
atus for  the  determination  of  boiling 
points  and  freezing  points.  The  hydro- 
meter for  the  determination  of  specific 
gravities  was  first  invented  by  the 
French  pharmacist.  Antoine  Baume. 
About  a  century  later  there  emerged 
from  the  ranks  of  German  pharmacists 
Carl  Friedrich  Mohr  who  has  been 
called  the  father  of  volumetric  analysis. 
He  was  adept  in  devising  new  methods 
of  volumetric  analysis  and  new  pieces 
of  apparatus.  The  pioneer  of  potentio- 
metric  volumetric  analysis  was  also  a 
pharmacist.  Wilhelm  Carl  Bottger.  The 
Austrians,  Richard  Wasicky  and  Lud- 
wig  Kofler,  played  an  important  part 
in  the  development  of  micro-methods 
of  analysis. 

It  was  the  pharmaceutical  training 
and  experience  of  the  botanists  emerg- 
ing from  pharmacy  which  made  them 
the  world's  leading  authorities  on  plant 
chemistry.  For  many  decades  the  isola- 
tion of  alkaloids  was  almost  a  pharma- 
ceutical family  affair.  The  pharmacist 
Scheele  became  the  recognised  founder 
of  modern  plant  chemistry.  The  name 
"  alkaloid  "  (alkali-like)  for  those  plant 
bases  was  coined,  in  1818,  by  the  phar- 
macist K.  F.  W.  Meisener,  and  most 
of  the  important  alkaloids  were  isolated 
by  pharmacists.  In  1805  the  German 
pharmacist,  F.  W.  A.  Serturner,  iso- 
lated from  opium  perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant of  all  alkaloids,  morphine,  and 
showed  its  narcotic  and  analgesic  pro- 
perties by  experiments  on  himself  and 
his  friends.  That  was  the  first  isolation 
of  an  alkaloid  in  a  pure  state  and 
Serturner  was  only  twenty-two  at  the 
time  of  his  discovery. 

French  Discoveries 

Quinine,  cinchonine,  strychnine,  bru- 
cine  and  colchicine  were  all  discovered 
by  the  French  pharmacists  J.  Pelletier 
and  J.  B.  Caventou.  The  same  men  in 
co-operation  with  the  pharmacist  P.  F. 
Robiquet  in  1821  discovered  caffeine 
which  the  German  pharmacist  F.  F. 
Runge  isolated  independently  at  the 
same  time.  Robiquet  furthermore  iso- 
lated narcotine  and  codeine.  The  alka- 
loids atropine,  aconitine  and  papaverine 
were  likewise  dicovered  by  pharmacists, 
the  first  two  in  1833,  by  P.  L.  Geiger, 
and  the  third  in  1848  by  G.  F.  Merck. 
The  French  pharmacist,  C.  J.  Tanret. 
succeeded  in  isolating  the  alkaloids  of 
pomegranate  bark  and  did  considerable 
work  on  the  alkaloids  of  ergot.  All  the 
men  listed  in  this  section,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Runge,  owned  retail  phar- 
macies, besides  being  teachers  and/ or 
industrialists.  Another  pharmacist.  E.  A. 
Schmidt  isolated  hyoscine. 

One  of  the  first  syntheses  of  an  alka- 
loid was  that  in  1890  of  arecoline  by 
E.  Jahns  in  the  laboratory  of  his 
Apothcke  in  Gottingen.  The  man  who 
gave  to  chemistry  the  well-known  alka- 
loidal  precipitant,  Mayer's  Reagent, 
was  also  a  pharmacist. 


One  of  the  most  industrious  and 
successful  British  investigators  of  alka- 
loids was  Alfred  William  Gerrard,  who 
was  pharmacist  to  University  College 
Hospital  from  1873  until  1894  and  who 
later  became  a  founder  of  the  firm  of 
Cuxson,  Gerrard  &  Co.,  Ltd. 

The  apothecary,  Frederick  Acoum 
(1769-1838)  might  be  regarded  as  the 
creator  of  food  chemistry  in  the  Eng- 
lish-speaking world.  American  apothe- 
caries and  pharmacists  also  did  much 
work  in  that  field.  The  French  phar- 
macist, J.  B.  A.  Chevalier,  published  one 
of  the  most  fundamental  French 
treatises  on  food  chemistry  and  the 
first  president  of  the  Prussian  Institute 
for  Food,  Drug  and  Forensic  Chemis- 
try was  a  pharmacist.  Of  the  ten  early 
chemists  who  made  important  contri- 
butions to  the  study  of  milk  no  fewer 
than  six  were  pharmacists.  The  first  to 
characterise  albumen  was  the  English 
apothecary  William  Thomas  Brande. 
H.  M.  Rouelle,  a  brother  and  colleague 
of  F.  G.  Rouelle,  previously  mentioned, 
discovered  urea.  The  acid  reaction  of 
normal  urine  was  discovered  by  Scheele 
and  the  inventor  of  Fehling's  solution 
started  his  career  as  a  pharmacist.  A 
French  pharmacist,  E.  Bourquelot,  dis- 
covered the  maltase  effect  of  the  pan- 
creas and  coined  the  name  maltase  for 
the  enzyme  concerned.  He  was  also  the 
first  to  synthesise  cc  and  (i  glycosides. 

It  was  a  retail  pharmacist,  the  German 
Otto  Maschke,  who,  as  early  as  1859, 
fully  recognised  the  importance  of  his- 
tological staining  and  drew  the  atten- 
tion of  the  scientific  world  to  dyes  to 
be  used  as  histological  and  biological 
reagents.  Another  German  pharmacist, 
J.  F.  Simon,  gave  the  world  the  first 
modern  comprehensive  book  of  physio- 
logical chemistry  and  founded  the  first 
journal  in  that  subject.  Pharmacists 
contributed  many  books  to  general 
chemistry  and  partook  in  the  founda- 
tion of  many  learned  societies,  includ- 
ing the  Royal  Society,  the  Parisian 
Academy  of  Sciences,  the  Prussian 
Academy  of  Science  and  the  British  and 
American  Chemical  Societies.  As  early 
as  1677  the  French  apothecaire,  Nico- 
las Lemery,  published  his  Pharmacopee 
Universale ,  perhaps  a  forerunner  of 
the  International  Pharmacopoeia  which 
did  not  appear  until  almost  350  years 
later. 

Introduction  of  Anaesthesia 

Two  events  which  might  be  regarded 
as  the  beginning  of  scientific  medicine 
were  the  introduction  of  anaesthesia  and 
Lister's  system  of  antiseptic  surgery.  In 
both  of  those  pharmacy  played  a  part. 
Peter  Squire  administered  the  first 
anaesthetic  for  an  operation  in  Britain 
at  University  College  Hospital  in  1846. 
Chloroform  was  discovered  by  the  Ger- 
man pharmacist,  Friedrich  Molden- 
hauer,  and  it  was  a  Scottish  pharma- 
cist, David  Waldie,  who  suggested  to 
Simpson  its  use  as  an  anaesthetic.  Phe- 
nol was  first  prepared  by  Runge  and  the 
French  pharmacist,  Jules  Lemaire,  in- 
vestigated its  bactericidal  properties  and 
recommended  the  treatment  of  wounds 
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with  a  saponaceous  emulsion  of  coal 
tar  in  1860,  several  years  before  Lis- 
ter's introduction  of  his  method.  Phar- 
macists were  also  responsible  for  the 
discovery  of  one  of  the  first  synthetic 
local  anaesthetics,  benzocaine,  and  for 
the  synthesis  of  many  important  com- 
pounds including  adrenaline,  aniline 
and  saccharin.  Pharmacists  invented 
many  of  the  forms  of  presentation  of 
medicines  still  in  common  use.  The 
Frenchman,  Stanislas  Limousin,  invented 
the  ampoule  as  well  as  apparatus  for 
administering  oxygen.  Another  French- 
man, A.  Mothes,  first  made  gelatin 
capsules. 

William  Martindale,  whilst  pharma- 
cist at  University  College  Hospital,  in- 
vented the  crushable  glass  ampoule  for 
the  administration  of  volatile  drugs, 
and  the  sublingual  tablet.  Most  of  the 
great  pharmaceutical  manufacturing 
firms  were  founded  by  pharmacists  or 
apothecaries  and  it  is  in  the  laboratories 
of  those  firms  that  most  of  the  research 
into  new  medicaments  is  being  carried 
on.  It  was  the  German  pharmacist,  A. 
Leverkus,  who  originated  the  enormous 
German  dyestuffs  industry.  The  de- 
velopment of  the  discovery  of  insulin 
and  of  the  effectiveness  of  liver  extracts 
in  anaemia,  from  the  laboratory  scale 
to  large-scale  production,  took  place 
in  pharmaceutical  laboratories  and  vita- 
min BK  was  isolated  simultaneously  by 
British  and  American  chemists  work- 
ing for  such  firms.  An  important  de- 
velopment in  the  treatment  of  diabetes 
had  been  the  introduction  of  the  in- 
sulin-zinc-suspensions by  the  Danish 
pharmacist,       Hallae-Moeller.  The 


American  pharmacist,  who  later  be- 
came Sir  Henry  Wellcome,  did  most 
to  establish  large-scale  manufacture  of 
drugs  in  Britain. 

Work  by  Pharmaceutical  Firms 

Every  important  antibiotic  since  peni- 
cillin had  been  discovered  in  the  lab- 
oratories of  the  pharmaceutical  firms; 
one,  polymyxin,  by  the  pharmacist, 
George  Brownlee,  and  his  colleagues. 
The  leading  authority  on  antibiotics  in 
Spain.  Professor  F.  Bustinza,  was  a 
pharmacist  and  had  made  several  im- 
portant discoveries.  Another  great  con- 
temporary pharmacist  was  the  French- 
man, Fourneau,  who  discovered  ace- 
tarsol,  showed  that  sulphanilamide  was 
the  active  part  of  Prontosil,  and  synthe- 
sised  the  first  antihistamine  drugs. 

Students  and  pharmacists  could  be 
proud  to  be  following  in  the  footsteps 
of  such  men  and  their  example  should 
inspire  all  to  strive  to  uphold  the  great 
traditions  of  pharmacy. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Oliver  (head  of  the  phar- 
macy department)  reporting  on  session 
1956-57,  referred  to  the  continued 
growth  in  student  numbers,  the  depart- 
ment again  being  filled  to  capacity  ex- 
cept in  the  degree  courses.  Laboratory 
accommodation  had  been  improved  by 
the  acquisition  of  a  new  general  pur- 
poses laboratory,  with  thirty-two  places, 
and  the  gift  of  a  power-driven  tablet 
machine  by  Winthrop  Laboratories, 
Ltd.,  had  provided  a  welcome  addition 
to  equipment.  Research  on  a  variety  of 
topics  was  being  undertaken  by  mem- 
bers of  staff  and  continued  to  increase 
in  volume.  Principal  D.  A.  Wrangham 


presided  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  pro- 
posed by  Dr.  B.  P.  Jackson  (senior 
lecturer  in  pharmacognosy).

DEVELOPMENTS  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 


Foot-and-Mouth  Disease  Virus 

Scientists  at  the  Plum  Island  Animal 
Disease  Laboratory,  Orient,  Long  Island, 
New  York,  have  succeeded  in  purifying, 
isolating,  and  photographing  the  foot- 
and-mouth  disease  virus.  The  first 
electron  micrographs  of  the  virus  show 
that  it  is  spherical  in  shape  and  about 
one  millionth  of  an  inch  in  diameter. 
That  makes  it  the  smallest  of  the  viruses 
affecting  animals  and  even  smaller  than 
the  poliomyelitis  virus. 

An  Ingredient  for  Shampoos 

A  new  basic  ingredient  designed 
especially  for  shampoos  and  cosmetics, 
has  been  developed  by  the  dyes  and 
chemicals  division  of  E.  I.  du  Pont  de 
Nemours  &  Co.,  Inc.,  Wilmington. 
Delaware.  The  product,  Duponol  XL, 
is  described  by  the  company  as  a  com- 
pletely new  high-foaming  surface-active 
agent  with  exceptional  emollient  quali- 
ties. Its  compatibility  with  soap,  as  evi- 
denced by  little  or  no  deterioration  of 
the  foam,  suggests  a  wide  use  in  bubble- 
bath  formulations. 

New  Antibiotic  Under  Test 

A  new  Japanese  antibiotic,  kanamy- 
cin,  which  experimentally  has  proved 
effective  against  tuberculosis  and  other 
infections,  is  now  being  produced  by 
Bristol  Laboratories,  New  York,  for 
clinical  trial  in  the  United  States.  The 
discoverer  (Dr.  Hamao  Umezawa. 
Tokyo  University  and  [Japanese] 
National  Institute  of  Health),  claims 
that  preliminary  tests  in  Japan  have 
shown  kanamycin  to  be  less  toxic  than 


either  neomycin  or  streptomycin.  In 
addition  to  protecting  animals  against 
tuberculosis  germs  resistant  to  other 
drugs,  Dr.  Umezawa  said  it  provided 
protection  against  infection  with  staphy- 
lococcus, pneumococcus  and  typhoid 
bacteria. 

New  Antibiotic  for  Crops 

A  new  antibiotic  which  may  help  com- 
bat a  variety  of  crop  diseases  has  been 
discovered  by  a  team  of  United  States 
Government  chemists.  The  new  com- 
pound, duramycin,  was  obtained  from 
an  antibiotic  mixture  which  is  effective 
against  several  maladies  afflicting  beans, 
wheat  and  bluegrass.  Duramycin  is  ex- 
tracted from  a  culture  of  antibiotic 
materials  produced  by  a  variant  form 
of  the  organism  Streptomyces  cinna- 
momeus,  which  in  turn  is  the  source  of 
an  antibiotic  called  cinnamycin.  Both 
cinnamycin  and  duramycin  were  dis- 
covered by  research  workers  in  the  fer- 
mentation section  of  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture's  agricultural  re- 
search service,  northern  utilisation  re- 
search and  development  division, 
Peoria,  Illinois. 

New  Adenovirus  Vaccine 

A  new  vaccine  designed  to  immunise 
against  certain  virus  infections  of  the 
nose,  throat  and  eyes  has  been 
approved  by  the  U.S.  government  for 
medical  use.  The  U.S.  National  Insti- 
tutes of  Health  has  licensed  the  adeno- 
virus vaccine  developed  by  Parke,  Davis 
&  Co..  and  the  company  is  beginning 
production    immediately.    The  Parke- 


Davis  adenovirus  vaccine  (a  contraction 
of  "  adenoidal-pharyngeal-conjunctival 
virus ")  immunises  against  a  num- 
ber of  virus-caused  illnesses,  which  com- 
prise about  one-third  of  the  common 
respiratory  ailments  known  to  man.  The 
new  vaccine  cannot  be  termed  "  a  cure 
for  the  common  cold."  It  is,  however, 
prepared  from  three  types  of  adeno- 
viruses (serotypes  3,  4  and  7)  which 
have  been  "  identified  with  certain  acute 
respiratory  and  conjunctival  infections.'' 
Type  3  adenovirus  causes  a  newly 
recognised  illness  called  pharyngocon- 
junctival  fever.  Chief  features  of  the 
ailment  are  follicular  conjunctivitis, 
pharyngitis,  fever,  enlargement  of  the 
lymph  nodes  in  the  neck,  and  rhinitis. 
Types  4  and  7  have  been  recovered  re- 
peatedly from  military  recruits  suffering 
from  respiratory  diseases,  including  pri- 
mary atypical  pneumonia.  Although  they 
have  been  recovered  principally  from 
military  personnel,  research  has  proved 
that  antibodies  to  these  types  are  pre- 
valent in  adults  with  no  military  back- 
ground. It  is  claimed  that  the  new  vac- 
cine may  give  protection  for  as  long  as 
four  months.  The  adenovirus  strains  3. 
4  and  7  are  grown  in  cultures  of  monkey- 
kidney  cells.  After  each  strain  is  inacti- 
vated by  formaldehyde  treatment  and 
tested  for  living  virus,  the  three  strains 
are  pooled  to  make  the  trivalent  vac- 
cine. Samples  of  the  vaccine  are  again 
tested  for  safety  and  potency.  Then 
each  lot  is  released  by  the  N.I.H.  be- 
fore distribution  by  Messrs.  Parke, 
Davis.

London.  December  23 :  Because  of 
Christmas  holidays  the  week's  report 
has  necessarily  been  prepared  two  days 
earlier  than  usual  and  as  only  two  busi- 
ness days  have  elapsed  since  the  last 
one  was  published  there  has  been  little 
of  consequence  to  note.  The  export  of 
Olive  oil  from  Spain  is  confined  to 
small  lots  and  that  has  lent  support  to 
prices  of  oil  from  French  North  Africa. 
However,  spot  sellers  here  have  made 
little  or  no  change  yet  in  their  quota- 
tions and,  it  is  believed,  will  not  need 
to  do  so  provided  that  there  is  no 
"  panic  "  buying.
